NASON'S PEACE PLAN | 


Vetoes Individual Conference of 
Unions with Builders. 


VAN WORDEN BUILDING FIX‘! 


Owners Will Sue for Damages for Delay 
Hotel Astor’s Opening Postponed 
by Strike Troubles. 


The peace plan of William K. Nason, the 
new President of the Building Trades Alli- 
ance, for a conference between the employ- 


ers and strikers was voted- down almost | 


unanimously at yesterday’s meeting of the 
Alliance. The plan provided for conferences 


between committees of the individual unions | 


in the Alliance and the employers, but the 

Alliance absolutely refused tu agree to any 

peace proposition that did not recognize it 
a body. 

This was taken as meaning a delay in the 
building war settlement, and it was also 
said that it would probably lead to many 
complications between contractors and own- 
ers of buildings that will have to be settled 
in the courts. 

The delay in the erection of the 
Norden Trust Company’s building, at Six- 


tieth Street and Fifth Avenue, through the 
present troubles has already led to an 
attempt by the pwners to take the con- 
tract from the emington Construction 
Company. 
nue Estates Company, of which Warren 
M. Van Norden is President. 

Some time ago the owners, becoming an- 
gery at the delay, 
the contract from the Remington Construc- 
tion Company. 
‘this company to leave the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association failed. It is said 
that Ottomar H. Van Orden of the Fifth 
Avenue Estates Company first went to the 
Building Trades Alliance to see if it could 
not supply men to complete the work. The

alliance was only too willing to do so if a } 


new contractor could be found. T. J. Mc- 
Loughlin, a general contractor, was sug- 
gested by the alliance to him. McLough- 
lin went td the building, but could not do 
anything, according to the Employers’ As- 
sociation, either the men or the sub-con- 
tractors not being willing to work for him, 
and he gave the matter up. 

On Tuesday afternoon’ Mr. Van Norden 
appeared at the building and found two 
policemen. guarding the work, as they have 
been doing for several weeks. He asked 


the policemen to see that no one carried | 


anything out of the building and went about 
among the sub-contractors, asking them to 


sell all undelivered supplies to him, This | 


no one agreed to. 


4) policemen, however, who 
thotgnt ntly that Mr. Van Norden 


had the right to “‘ boss matters,” seized the 
foreman as he was going out, taking the 
plans and specifications with him. 

“What's this for?’”’ asked the surprised 
foreman. 

The policeman hauled him back into the | 
building. Mr. Van Norden’s lawyer, who | 
had arrived by this time, plucked the blue- 
coat by the sleeve and told him that the 
proceedings were hardly regular. The fore- 
man was then released. 

Work went on yesterday morning with 
the trades not locked out. At about noon 
a representative of the Fifth Avenue Es- 
tates Company appeared and asked the 
foreman to leave.

The owners’ representatives then went 
round among the men and the sub-Con- 
tractor’s and asked them to leave. Baker 
Smith, a sub-Contractor, discharged four 
steamfitters, but the rest laughed and scoffed 
at the order.

Record-Breaking Low Temperatures and 
Heavy Rainfalls. 


The advent of to-day closes the most re- 
markable Summer on record, viewed from 
the standpoint of temperature and rainfall. 
| There was no period of oppressive heat, 

and the highest point the mercury reached 

was 93, July 19. Once the mercury 

|} touched 92, once 91, once 90, and once 88 
| degrees. The lowest temperature was 
on June 11, and on June 3, 9 and 10, respect- 
ively, the thermometer registered as low as 
53 degrees. 

On one August day the rainfall was 2.56 
inches in a trifle over half an hour, and the 
/ precipitation for last month was 7.18 inches, 
{ This is greater than often occurs in a period 

of two or three months. In some sections

| the original scandai, the watch on the 
Princess had become slightly relaxed, but 
it was made more stringent than ever 
when it was noticed that efforts were be- 
ing made to communicate with the 
Princess personally and through the medi- 
um of notes. 

Nevertheless, arrangements for the flight 
were successftilly completed and the room 
of the Princess was found empty. Various 
surmises as to her destination are afloat, 
and it is said that. orders have been given 
to watch the borders of Bavaria, Austria, 
France, and Switzerland. 

The escape of the Princess has created 
Mmost as great a sensation here and in 
Dresden and Vienna as did the original 
scandal. Detailed accounts in the newspa- 

{ pers of the flight of her Highness over- 
shadow the dispatches from the Far Hast. 


Princess Louise of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha is 
the eldest daughter of the King of the 
Belgiatis. In 1895 she was married to her 
cousin, Prince Philippe of Saxe-Coburg- 
! Gotha, who then was fourteen years her 
senior. 

The marriage was not a happy one. Ear- 

ly in 1897 Court circles in Europe were 

scandalized by a report that the Princess 
had eloped with Count von, Matassich-Keg- 
levitch, a dashing young Lieutenant in the 

Austrian regiment of Imperial Uhlans. 

In February the following year Prince 
Philippe met Count von Matassich in a 
duel. It was fought with pistols _first, 
three shots being fired, and when alf of 
these went wild was continued with swords. 

Prince Philippe was wounded in the right 
arm. The scene of the duel was a riding 
school in the Austrian capital, and by a 
strange coincidence the date, Feb. 18, was 
returned from his vacation, drove up to the 
the birthday of the Princess Louise. 

Divorce proceedings were instituted by 
Prince Philippe immediately. Princess 
Louise disappeared from public view. At 

| times it was rumored that she had come to 
; this country, but it was later ascertained 
that she was at Agram, where her elope- 
ment was Suddenly brought to an end by 
the intrusian of the Austrian secret police 
in her apartments at the Hotel Puchner to 

a lunatic asylum at Doebling, from which 
place she was later transferred to an asylum 
| for nervous diseases at Lindenhof, near 

Coswig, in Saxony.

! victed of forgery, expelled from the army, 
and imprisoned, received a pardon from

“sion May Be Feared. 


CAPE TOWN, Aug. 31.—Official informa- 
tion from British Central Africa says that 
the Congo Free State is constructing con- 
cealed forts of considerable magnitude on 
the western shore of Lake Tanganyika, and 
that one of these forts, which is equipped 
with twenty guns, is within two hours of 
the German frontier. 

It is believed that the Belgians appre- 
hend a German invasion. 

A number of natives who are German 
subjects have been expelled from the Congo 
Free State. 

It is understood that negotiations regard- 
ing the matter are now proceeding between 
Berlin and Brussels. 


The west shore of Lake Tanganyika be- 
longs to the Congo Free State, the south 
shore to British Central Africa, and the 
east shore to German East Africa. 

The area of the lake is estimated at 
14,000 square miles.

TERRORISM TO COVER THEFT 


Family Had Received Letters Threaten- 
ing Them with Death — Posses 
Looking for Highwayman.

WINSTED, Conn., Aug. 31.—Mrs. Anna 


Spencer, wife of the Rev. G. A. Spencer of 
Greenwich, and daughter of Dr. Andrew

eently sandbagged and robbed of $5,000 
after he had drawn the money from bank 
to buy bogus bonds, was held up by a 
man on a lonely road in the outskirts of 


The highwayman fired several shots at 
Mrs. Spencer but she had been on her 
guard since the receipt of a lot of threaten- 
ing letters by the members of her family, 
and fired at her assailant, probably wound- 
ing him. 

Mrs. Spencer drove alone from the Hart- 
well home to New Milford this morning 
and deposited a sum of money in the bank 
there. While driving home a man who re- 
sembled a tramp in dress emerged from a, 
thicket and grabbed her horse by the bit. 
The animal reared, whereupon the man shot 
twice at Mrs. Spencer. Neither shot took 
effect. 

The highwayman then went back to the 
wagon and seized Mrs. Spencer by the 
wrist, evidently with the intention of rob- 
bing her of whatever valuables she might 
have. Thé woman pulled a .22-calibre re- 
volver from her pocket and shot the high- 
wayman. She believes the shot took effect 
in his left breast. The man immediately 
returned the fire, the bullet grazing Mrs. 
Spencer's left shoulder and burning a small 
hole in her dress. He then ran into the 
woods. 

Mrs. Spencer drove back to her father’s 
home, secured a rifle, and returned to New 
Milford and notified the authorities of the 
crime. The highwayman got about three 
hours’ start. A posse heavily armed, head- 
ed by the Rey. Mr. Spencer and including 
every officer and constable in New Mil- 
ford, went out in quest of Mrs. Spencer’s 
assailant. 

Most of those who participated in the 
hunt returned to New Milford to-night 
empty handed. A supposed trail of blood 
was found leading from the road to the 
woods. 

That the attack on Mrs. Spencer was pre- 
meditated develops from the story told to 
the authorities to-night by Miss Galvin, 
daughter of Edwin Galvin, who says she 


“was stopped on-the same road this morn- 


ing by a man-answering the description of 
Mrs. Spencer’s assailant who asked: “ Are 
you Mrs..Spencer?” Miss Galvin said she 
was not, and th be let. her drive on. 

The n. c.f when asked 
to inte eae bravery, said: 

“JT am not surprised to hear that she hit 
the highwayman, but I wish she had had 
a larger revolver with her. She is an ex- 
pert shot with a rifle, and when she was 
in charge of a lonely school some years 
ago I taught her how to shoot with a 
revolver. I got her’a large one, but she 
coula not handle it well, so I got her a 
small pearl-handled one instead. I admire 
my wife’s pluck, of course. She is not the 
kind to faint when anything happens.” 

Dr. Hartwell took the police of Danbury, 
New Milford, and other neighboring towns 
into his confidence on Saturday, Aug. 20, 
telling them that he had Veen robbed of 
$5,000 by two men, who had first won his 
confidence and then waylaid him. 

When he first met the men, he said, one 
was in the garb of a clergyman and the 
other represented himself to be a business 
man interested in the purchase of some 
Litchfield real estate. The supposed clergy- 
man gave his name as C. Woodruff of 
Ridgefield, and showed a number of appar- 
ently genuine Government bonds, which he 
offered to sell.

Hartwell, and he agreed to purchase, if 
time was given him to go to New Milford 
and draw the money from a bank there. 

The man in clerical clothes offered to 
take Dr. Hartwell to New Milford in the 


physician’s own carriage and return with 
him to his home. Lr. Hartwell drew $5,000 
from the New Milford bank, and on the 
way home was le and the money 
taken. On the day following the robbery 
Dr: Hartwell received a letter from the two 
men telling him he was ‘‘an oid fool.”’ The 
doctor is now very ill, and but i‘ght hopes 
are entertained for his recovery. 

The Hartwelis have received a number of 
Jetters lately tnreatening harm to them if 
they did not call the detectives off the case, 
The swindlers are thought to be members 
of the same gang that bunkoed G. S. Burn- 
ham, a rich Winsted farmer. out of $5,000 in 
Hartford about two years ago.

It is thought here, in view of the num- 
bers engaged, the desperate character of 
the assaults, and the length of the line, 
about seven miles, that the losses in the 
two days’ fighting cannot fall short of 
410,000 on each side. 

Both sides are straining every nerve, real- 
izing that the fortunes of war for a whole 

4 year are in the scale, and neither side is 
~ in the mood or the position to spare men In 

' the effort to achieve a finat victory. 

The battle of Liao-Yang will probably 
rank as One of the great sanguinary bat- 
tles of history. It is estimated by the Gen- 
eral Staff that the Japanese armies en- 
gaged number 17 divisions of 15,000 men 
each, or, allowing for ineffictents, about 
240,000 men. Gen. Kuropatkin's effective 
forces are variously estimated at from 170,- 
000 to 200,000 men. 

Each Japanese division has 36 guns, and 
there are two independent artillery brigades 
of 100 guns each, making a total of about 
800 guns. The estimates made by the Rus- 
sian correspondents range from 600 te 1,000 
guns on each side. 

Russian Successes Reported. 

In the preliminary fighting of Monday the 
Russians captured 200 prisoners, who have 
already arrived at Harbin. 

A dispatch sent from Mukden yesterday 
afternoon said it was reported there that 
Gen. Samsonoff had captured two Japanese 
battalions. 

The report persists that the Russians cap- 
tured 46 Japanese guns yesterday. It is 
said that the guns were brought up to the 
railroad station where Gen. Kuropatkin’s 
train was standing. 

The Japanese yesterday morning were at- 
tacking against three sides of the Russian 
position. One of The Associated Press cor- 
respondents also mentions a Japanese 
movement to the northeast of Liao-Yang, 
Which was doubtless with the object of 
working around Gen. Kuropatkin’s rear. 

One of the surprising phases of the situa- 
tion is the endurance of the men. They 
have been battling desperately for two 
days after more or less severe fighting un- 
der unfavorable conditions every day since 
Aug. 24. It would seem that human en- 
durance would not persist much longer 
without a respite of some sort. 
Japanese Using Balloons. 

The Japanese are using ms to lo- 
cate the Russian guns angy§eeachés. One 
of the Russian correspondents of The As- 
sociated Press says the Japanese sent up a 
balloon shortly after daylight to the south- 
east of Liac-Yang. 

The Japanese are reported to be using 
mortars to drop shells in the Russian posi- 
tions. These are probably the high-angle 
fire howitzers which were reported in ac- 
tion earlier in the week. 

It is plain, owever, that the Japanese 
are no longer enjoying the superiority in 
artillery which steod them in such good 
stead in the earlier months of the war. It 
was then hill fighting, and the Japanese 
mountain batteries, in which arms the Rus- 
sians were deficient, told with deadly ef- 
fect. Now the contest is in a comparatively 
open country, where both the Russian field 
guns and the Russian cavalry can come 
into more effective use, 


JAPANESE REPULSED TUESDAY. 


Attacked Desperately, but Were Beaten 
Back—Flanking Move Failed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 31.—Success 
crowned the Russian arms the first day of 
the great battle of Liao-Yang. 

Nemirovich Danchenko, the well-known 
Russian war correspondent, describing the 
battle, says: 

“The enemy, drunk with their former 
successes, attacked from three sides like 
madnien, When they were hurled back 
fresh troops, of which they seemed to have 
an inexhaustible supply, were sent for- 
+ Ward.”’ 

M. Danchenko says the combatants had 
about 600 guns on each side, and adds: 

“It was our first victory. The enemy 
were beaten back everywhere, many of their 
batteries were destroyed, and in some cases 
their infantry were put to rout.”’ 

From dawn until dark ysterday the bat- 
tle raged, first on the centre and left, and 
then on the right of the Russian line. The 
Japanese charged gallantly and desperately 
in an effort to break the centre, and then, 
im the afternoon, came a movement against 
the opposite flank. 

This attack was delivered from the. west, 
but Gen. Kuropatkin had evidently antici- 
pated just What happened, for he not only 
met and repulsed it, but actually was able 
by superior force to overlap and envelop 
the Japanese. x 

Gen. Kuropatkin’s forces occupied posi- 
tions forming a semi-circle about Liao- 
Yang, the flanks resting on the Tai-Tse 
River, east and west of the city. The 
battle divided itself into two periods. After 
a preliminary bombardment of the Russian 
lines on the right and centre, the Japan- 
ese infantry advanced to the attack, charg- 
ing the Russian centre. Although repeated- 

ly checked, they came on with bulldog 
. tenancity, hurling themselves against the 
*, Russian position with the bayonet. There 
: Were many bloody hand-to-hand encounters, 

By noon the Japanese actually succeeded 
in occupying a portion of the Russian 
trénches. Then Gen. Kuropatkin sent for- 
Ward some reserves, delivered a series of 
counter attacks, recaptured the lost posi- 
tions, and drove back the Japanese all along 
the line. 

Tried to Turn Russian Right. 

The attack on the centre having fafled, 
the second half of the fight began at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, when the Japan- 
ése tried to turn and roll up the Russian 
right. Here also they failed, but only 
after a desperate struggle, which was con- 
tinued until 9 o'clock at night. Reserves 
“dispatched in time by Gen. Kuropatkin at 
last succeeded not only in checking the 

Japanese, but in enveloping and driving 
them back in confusion.

The Japanese flank’ movement from the 
west began Monday from~ Chandiapudzi, 
three miles southeast of Shakhe, which is 
eleven miles northwest of Liao-Yang. 

Russian correspondents say that two 
regiments of Japanese at daybreak yester- 
day attempted to capture the batteries 
of the Sixth Artillery Brigade, located on 
the extreme left flank of the Russian army. 
The attempt was only discovered in the 
nick of time. 

Some of the Russian troops fought con- 
tinuovsly for thirty-six hours. 

The concussion of the guns shook windows 
at Liao-Yang, though the artillery was 
six to eight miles away. 

Report from Sakharoff. 

Lieut. Gen. Sakharoff has sent the follow- 
ing report of yesterday’s battle: 

“From 5 o’clock this morning until 9 to- 
night the Japanese forces attacked our 
frontal positions before Liao-Yang and on 
the left bank of the Tai-Tse River. Both 
their artillery and rifle fire were intense. 
Their main efforts were directed against 
our centre positions and left flank, but 
numerous attacks were repulsed along the 
whole tine. Our troops made several coun- 
ter-attacks, culminating in bayonet fight- 
ing. ; 

‘‘Many positions which had been occu- 
pied by the Japanese were retaken at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon. During the ar- 
tillery attack our batteries did very effect- 
ive work. About 4 o'clock this afternoon 
the enemy were observed attempting to 
turn our right flank with considerable 
forces, but several battalions of reserves 
advanced and, after a fierce engagement, 
checked the Japanese and compelled them 
to retire. The battle continued until after 

;-and.only ended at 9 o'clock. 

“The spirit of our troops is excellent, 
and the men are rejoiced over the news of 
the heroic behavior of the garrison at Port 
Arthur, the repulsing of Japanese attacks 
there having been made known to them. 

“Our casualties to-day have been con- 
siderable, reaching about 3,000. The Jan- 
anese losses must have been heayy.”’ 

No attempt was made by Gen. Sakharoff 
to estimate the Japanese losses definitely. 
No Russian general officers fell. 

The General Staff does not doubt that the 
losses yesterday were heavy on both sides, 
but declares that in the absence of direct 
information the figures mentioned are 
largely guesswork. 


Russian Losses Great. 
LIAG-YANG, Aug. 31.—A Russian corre- 


ee Says: 
. e Japanese all day yesterday carried 
on the fight with an energy approaching 
desperation, but the Russians were buoyed 
up by the belief that a point had been 
reached where there would be no more re- 
treating, and the Japanese attacks were 
met with. shouts and hurrahs from the 
trenches and the rifle pits. 
’“ Five times the Japanese hurled them-' 
selves against our line, but each time they 
were repulsed at the point ef the bayonet. 
“There were about 1,000 guns in action 
on each side, but we have more guns em- 
placed than have the Japanese. 
“The losses cannot yet be computed, but 
have been great everywhere, especially 
the artillerymen. For instance, in 
Artillery Brigade every officer 
killea or wounded, and some of 
guns were silenced absolutely, owing 
the death of all the gun crews. 
“ The spirits of the men are of the highest 
at all points.” 


PEACE EFFORT NOT LIKELY. 


Very Doubtful if the President Would 
Intervene at This Time.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—At the State 
Depertment nothing has been heard from 
M. Francottee, one of the delegates from 
Belgium te the Peace Conference to be held 
at St. Louis next month, who is said to be 
the bearer of credentials to President 
Roosevelt from the King of the Belgians re- 
questing the President to use his good of- 
fices. with a view to ending the war be- 
tween Russia and Japan.

It ig not believed that the time is oppor- 
tune for making peace overtures to either 
belligerent, and it is very doubtful whether 
President Roosevelt, in view of what is 
known of the feeling at St. Petersburg, 
would undertake to offer good offices at 
this Lime.

OUTSIDE PORT ARTHUR 


Major Seaman Saw Four Battle- 
ships Near Harbor’s Mouth. 


RUSSIAN OFFICERS CAPTURED 


Were Trying to Take Dispatches to the 
Fortress—Wireless Station at 
Che-Foo Disrpantied. 


CHE-FOO, Aug. 31.—Major L. L. Seaman 
of New York returned to Che-Foo to-day 
after an adventurous attempt to enter Port 
Arthur. 

Leaving Che-Foo Aug. 25, Major Seaman 
proceeded to Taikin-Tao, one of the Miato- 
Gao islands. Unable to obtain a junk there, 
he secured a lifeboat belonging to a steamer ! 
recently wrecked, and with four coolies as 
Oarsmen and the third mate of the wrecked 
steamer, he started for Port Arthur. He 
carried a makeshift American flag with 
twenty-two stripes. 

A head wind and a strong tide compelled 
Major Seaman to return to his starting 
place at nightfall. He slept on the pebbly 
beach. On Aug. 28 he secured a small 
junk, and with a favorable wind sped to- 
ward Port Arthur, 

He passed a Japanese: eruiser unnoticed 
and saw four battleships in the vicinity of 
the harbor’s mouth, His junk: drifted too 
close to the shore, and it was fired upon 
by Japanese riflemen. 

Discovering the impossibility of landing 
in the face of the shore guard and war- 
ships, Major Seaman reluctantly returned. 

Major Seaman has made every possible ef- 
fort to make medical and hygienic observa- 
tions of battlefields in the present war, 
and, despite seemingly insurmountable ob- 
stacles, has been partially successful.

TURKEY WORRIED ABOUT CRETE 


Hears Another Attempt Is to be Made to 
Secure Annexation to Greece.

PARIS, Aug. 31.—The departure of 
Prince George of Greece from Crete, of 
which island he is Governor, on a mission 
which is said te be with the object of 
inducing the powers to consent to the an- 
nexation of Crete to Greece, has aroused 
Turkey to energetic diplomatic action. 

I was told this afternoon at the Turk- 
ish Embassy by the Chargé d’Affaires, in 
the absence of the Ambassador, who is 
away from Paris, that a note was re- 
ceived here this morning from the Sub- 
lime Porte to the effect that, according 
to information from Crete, a certain 
number of Cretans had decided to raise 
the banner of revolt against the Sultan, 
to proclaim the independence of Crete as 
a preliminary to demanding the annexa- 
tion of the island to Greece, and to send 
a petition to Prince George, who is en 
route for Copenhagen, acquainting him 
with this decision and asking him to ac- 
cept the new state of things and incorpo- 
rate it in the basis of his negotiations. 

The Porte does not guarantee the strict 
accuracy of this information, but in- 
structs the Turkish Embassy in Paris, in 
the event of such a proposition as is out- 
lined being made to the French Govern- 
ment, to ‘protest most energetically 
against any interference with the integ- 
rity of the.Ottoman Hmpire. 

The Porte adds that it cannot believe 
the : Powers will break their 
oft- pledges to. maintain the 
status quo in the Near Hast. 


BRITISH TO LEAVE LHASA. 


Demands on Tibet Have Apparently 
Been Acceded To. 


SIMLA, Aug. 31.—According to present 
plans, the British mission will leave Lhasa 
on Sept.. 15. 


The foregoing apparently indicates that 
the Tibetans have acce@ed, or are about to 
accede, to all the British demands. The 
proposed convention consists of nine arti- 
cles, granting the trade privileges which the 
British have all along required and various 
other concessions. 


SWITCHMEN REFUSE TO STRIKE. 


Donnelly’s Effort to Prevent Shipments 
from Stockyards Fails. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 31.—The efforts of Presi- 
dent Donnelly of the Butchers’ Union to 
spread the strike against the packers 
throughout all trades that are in any way 
connected with the packing house industry 
was only partially successful to-day. 

The first step was in calling out the men 
employed by the independent packers and 
the stock handlers who were still at work 
for those packers against whom the origi- 
nal strike was made. The total number of 
men who quit work to-day in response to 
the appeals of President Donnelly was 
about 3,000. 

It was also announced by President Don- 
nelly that he had made arrangements for 
a strike of the switchmen on the railroads 


doing business in the stock yards, and that 
in a short time the packers would find it 
pom to ship out their product. The 
switchmen, however, have refused to strike. 
After a long meeting to-night, which was 
attended jointly by members of the Switch- 
men’s Union and members of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen, it was decided 
that the members of both organizations 
would remain at work. 


DEGREES AT BARGAIN PRICES. 


Postal Officials Investigating Dr. Farr 
and His “ Universities.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Dr. William 
Farr of Washington University, the George 
Washington University, the University of 
Washington, and the Washington Memorial 
University appeared before the Post Office 
Department to-day to show cause why he 
should not be debarred from the use of the 
United States mail. 

Not only is Dr. Farr about all there is to 
three or four ‘‘ universities” in Washing- 
ton, but he has also operated in Nashville, 
Tenn., and other cities. His specialty is 
conferring honorary university degrees for 
prices ranging from $5 to $20. In all it is 
believed about 20,000 degrees have been is- 
sued to persons in the United States and 
foreign countries.

The latter contended that he 
had engaged instructors and was running a 
bona fide institution.

Company give in to the demand of a $3.50 
rate for motormen on the subway was 
taken yesterday by Grand Chief Warren 8. 
Stone and Assistant Grand Chief J. J. Hur- 
ley of the Brotherhoods of Locomotive En- 
gineers and‘ Firemen, when they carried 
their troubles to August Belmont, Presi- 
dent of the company. A five-hour confer- 
ence followed in Mr. Belmont's office, and 
although this admittedly led to no agree- 
ment, the danger of an immediate strike 
was said to be as remote as ever. 

The men’s demand that motormen in the 
subway receive the same pay as those em- 
‘ployed on the elevated roads, or $3.50 for 
a working day of nine hours, was flatly 
turned down on Tuesday by General Man- 
ager HE. P. Bryan of the Interborough Com- 
pany, who told the labor representatives 
that the company under no circumstances 
would pay more than $3 for a ten-hour 
working day and that they had in fact al- 
ready sufficient applications to fill all 
available jobs at that figure. 

The conference, which began shortly after 
noon, was held in Mr. Belmont’s office in 
the Equitable Building and lasted until 
nearly 5 o’clock. Prior to the conference 
the Directors of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company met and remained in 
session for an hour. 

At the conference between Mr. Belmont 
and the labor representatives, Grand Chief 
Stone and Assistant Grand Chief Hurley 
were accompanied by the respective heads 
of their local organization. W. L. Jencks 
for the engineers, and W. H. Pinney for 
the firemen, and a joint committee repre- 
senting the locals of both brotherhoods. 
For the company there were present, be- 
sides Mr. Belmont, Mr. Bryan and Super- 
intendent Hedley. Grand Chief Stone was 
the first one to speak. He laid the demands 
of his men before Mr. Belmont and added 
that he had gone to the conference feeling 
assured that a peaceful settlement could 
be arrived at without much trouble. 

Mr. Belmont in reply said that he felt 
very much the same way, but declared that 
he could not see his way clear to recede 
from the position already taken by Mr. 
Bryan in his negotiations with the men, 
and announced that the rate of $3 for a ten- 
hour working day in the case of the motor- 
men had been irrevocably fixed, and that 
all the men that were needed could be ob- 
tained for that money. Several of the rep- 
resentatives from the other side then spoke. 
Mr, Stone said that the subway in reality 
was a municipal enterprise, that the city 
undoubtedly would hold the operating com- 
pany to strict account for the safety of the 
passengers they carried; and that the com- 
pany would need a higher grade of men 
than those employed on surface roads, 
and that for this reason a higher rate ef 
w s should obtain. 

r. Stone declared that the Brother- 
hood of Engineers was behind the elevated 
employes in their demand, and would use 
its full power to enforce it. 

No direct threat of a strike was made 
by any of the Brotherhood men. .. Bel- 
mont, after they had finished, talked long 
and earnestly and in a very friendly tene 
regarding the folly of taking any radical 
action to enforce their demands. : 

It was recalled to them that the cémpany 
in changing the motive power on the ele- 
vated system had volun y granted the 
motormen as members of the Brotherhood 
of Engineers a $3.50 rate in.reeognition of 
long faithful service. These motor- 
men, Mr. Belmont said, were better paid 
than any other motormen in the world. He 
told the men frankly that in- case of a 
strike the company would change its pres- 
inspired largely by sentimen 
elevated motormen, and aske 
them whether they were -willing to assume 
the responsibility of putting the positions 
of who were perfectly contented in 
jeopardy in order to enforce a higher wage 
rate for men who were not even members 
of their organization. Men could be had in 
plenty, he said, who would be glad to fiil 
motormen’s places on the Manhattan ele- 
vated lines for $2.50 a day. 

Both Mr. Stone and Mr. Hurley were 
urged to arrange another meeting with the 
members of their respective brotherhoods 
employed on the elevated railroad and to 
put the matter up to them before they took 
any further action. After some further 
discussion the representatives of the em- 
ployes decided to follow Mr. Belmont’s ad- 
vice, and the conference was brought to a 
close. Mr. Belmont upon leaving the con- 
ference room said: 

‘““We have not reached any definite con- 
clusion and will have to confer again. I 
don’t think there will be any trouble. 
Everything will come out all right—at least 
I hope so. I don’t see why it should not.”’ 

Messrs, Jencks and, Pinney hurried away 
without making a statement. Chief 
Stone said: 

** While we did not reach any agreement 
to-day, negotiations have not been declared 
off and we will have another conference 
before long, at which we hope everything 
will be setttled. In the meantime I will 
remain in this city so as to be in touch 
both with Mr. Belmont and the members 
of the Brotherhood.” - 

Mr. Jencks said last night that he and his 
associates would meet Mr. Belmont again 
at 11 o’clock this morning. 

A man familiar with the situation said 
last night that there was little probability 
of a strike. The brotherhoods, it was 
pointed out, have clauses in their consti- 
tutions Pye ar goes J sympathetic strikes, and 
any strike that would follow a disagreement 
in this case would be purely of that order. 
A strike, it was said, would be as unwel- 
come to one side as the other, and the 
opinion was expressed that possibly the 
matter would be adjusted by some com- 
promise; for instance, the company might 
agree to pay $3.50 a day in the subway for 
a ten-hour working day, and make the 
wetuing day for the motormen on the 
elevated road ten hours instead of nine as 
now.

NINE KILLED IN WRECK. 


Speeding Trains Meet on Grand Trunk 
Road. 


MONTREAL, Aug. 31.—Nine persons 
were killed and twenty-three injured in a 
head-on collision on the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way near Richmond, Quebec, to-day. The 
trains involved were a special excursion 
from Montreal bound for Sherbrooke and 
Passenger Train No. 5, running between 


| Island Pond, Vt., and Montreal. 


The collision, it is said, was due to 
neglect of orders on the part of the train 
crew of the excursion train, which left 
Richmond without awaiting the arrival of 
the passenger train. 

The excursion train was made up of ten 
coaches and a baggage car. On board were 
about 1,000 persons bound for the exhibition 
at Sherbrooke. The Island Pond train was 
made up of five coaches and a baggage car, 
and did not have many persons on board: 

The excursion train had barely cleared 
the Richmond yard when, rounding a curve, 
it met the Island Pond train running at a 
high rate of speed. Both engineers re- 
versed, and with their firemen jumped, 
escaping with only minor injuries. The 
shock of the collision was plainly heard in 
Richmond, more than a mile away.

GERMANS FOR ‘ROOSEVELTISM. 


Audience Indorses His Personality ang 
Sings “ Unser Teddy.” 


Under the auspices of the State and New 
Yark Committees of the National Roosevelt 
League, about 1,200 German-Americans met 
last evening in Maennerchor Hall to ratify 
the candidacy of President Roosevelt for 
re-election. Although there were speakers 
tefore and after Edward Lauterbach, who 
spoke in English, he seemed to catch the 
tenor of the sentiment of his hearers, by 
emphasizing what he called “ Rosevelt- 
ism,’’ and who, addréssing a lithograph of 
the President on the wall, repeated over 
and over again: “ Yes, you, Teddy Roose- 
velt; you who agitate and then fought te 
free Cuba; you, who during the reciprocity 
agitation fought valiantly that justice 
should be done her. It is you, the man, 
whom we want as President! * 

A great ovation followed the conclusion of 
Mr. Lauterbach’s speech, and then the audi- 
ence sa to the tune of “ Die Wacht am 
Rhein’ five verses paraphrased to suit the 
occasion, and entitled ‘‘ Unser Teddy.”

Democratic Delegates: to Meet 
Then at Saratoga Springs.

MURPHY’S VEILED OPPOSITION 


(Tammany Believed to Have Favored 
Syracuse — State and Executive 
Committees Meet To-day. 


When the Democratic State Committee 
meets at the Hoffman House at noon to- 
day it will call the State Convention for 
Saratoga Springs on Sept. 20. This word 
Was passed along to the Committeemen last 
night by ex-Senator David B, Hill on his 
arrival from Whitney’s Point, where he 
spoke during the day. Senator Hill prompt- 
ly exploded the proposition to take the 
convention to Syracuse, although there 
was a pretty well defined movement ap- 
parent last night on the part of the Tam- 
many men to fayor Syracuse merely be- 
cause Hill and McCarren want Saratoga. 

It was shortly after 8 o’clock when Sena- 
tor Hill reached the Hoffman House, and 
he saw many of the members of the State 
Committee and other lieutenants during 
the evening. It was brought to Hill’s at- 
tention that Charles F. Murphy was be- 
lieved to be favoring secretly the selection 
of Syracuse as a convention city, and Mr. 
Hill then and there told’ all hands that 
Saratoga would be the place and Sept. 20 
the time. 

To his callers last night Senator Hill said 
that the naming of three Presidential Elec- 
tors, to fill vacancies, had been left abso- 
lutely to Tammany, as all of the vacancies 
had occurred in Manhattan,’ These vacan- 
cies are because of the resignations of Harry 
Payne Whitney and James T. Woodward 
as Electors at Large and of Isidor Straus 
as a District Elector. All resigned be- 
cause they were Directors in National 
banks. As far as could be learned last 
night, Tammany has made no move to se- 
lect thir successors. 

Senator Hill was pleased last night to 
refer {& his speech earlier in the day at 
Whitney’s Point. He told his friends that 
the crowd had been record-breaking, al- 
though it was in a Republican stronghold, 
in the Congress ‘district once represénted 
by Senator Platt. Furthermore, the Sen- 
ator said, his audience had cheered espe- 
cially his references to Gov. Odell. To all 
who tried to draw the ex-Senator out on 
the subject of the Governorship he turned 
a deaf ear, saying he would not discuss 
this subject until after the Republican nom- 
inee had been placed in the field. Senator 
Hill looks for the nomination of Lieut. Gov. 
Higgins to head the Republican State 
ticket 

There was a decided clash of party senti- 
ment over the probable action of the com- 
ing State Convention on the subject of 
naming a party candidate for Senator, and 
it is a question whether to-day’s convention 
call will provide for such action or not, 
Senator McCarren yesterday ventured the 
suggestion that the convention would ig- 
nore the Senatorship, saying that the State 
Committee was absolutely without power 
last September when it adopted a resolu- 
tion in favor of naming party Senate can- 
didates in convention hereafter, these can- 
didates to be voted for by the party legis- 
lators on joint ballot the following Winter. 

“None of us ever will see a change in the 
present system of naming Senators,’’ said 
Senator McCarren with emphasis, 

Sénator Hill, on the other hand, expressed 
himself as convinced that the party should 
carry out the principle laid down by~the 
last State Committee. He told his callers 
last night that he always had favored the 
election of United States Senators by pop- 
ular vote, and that until popular elections 
of Senators could be held he favored the 
method suggested by the State Committee 
of nominating in convention. He did not 
think, however, that it would be necessary 
for the State Committee at to-day’s meet- 
ing, to make any provision for such action. 
The Tammany men, however, will insist on 
this action being taken to-day, and the Sen- 
ate provision being inserted in the gall. 

Charles F. Murphy, who presented the 
Senatorship resolution last year and se- 
cured its adoption, will attend to-day’s 
meeting, as will Senator Hill. The Tam- 
many leader is a member of the State Com- 
mittee, but Senator Hill is not. He will, 


however, have the proxy of George\Hall of 
Ogdensburg. 

_The Executive Committee will hold its 
first meeting this afternoon, and Senator 

cCarren will preside. Among Tammany 
men last night it was said that Senator 
Victor J. Dowling, who is on the Executive 
Committee, will make some sort of a mo- 
tion for the deposing of McCarren and the 
selection of another as Chairman. 

With the gathering of the Democratic 
leaders at the Hoffman House last night 
there came a strong boom for Justice Mar- 
tin Jerome Keogh of the Supreme Court 
as a possibility for the Gubernatorial nom- 
ination. Many expressed the opinion that 
Justice Keogh might go into the conven- 
tion with the solid backing of the 105 Tam- 
many Hall delegates, which would be a 
powerful support out of a convention of 


450 delegates. 
Senator McCarren last night declared 
or Grout for 


that Kings County would be 
Governor, and he also expressed the belief 
that Grout’s candidacy would not be af- 
fected one way or another by the placing 
of Judge Cullen of Brooklyn on the Demo- 
cratic Court of Appeals slate if he should 
be so placed. 


ERIE DELEGATES CHOSEN. 


Uninstructed to Republican and 
Democratic State Conventions. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 31.—Delegates to 
the Republican State Convention were 
chosen in the eight Assembly districts of 
Erie County to-day. They were unin- 
structed. 

The Democrats also elected delegates to 
the Democratic State Convention in six 
of the eight Assembly districts. No in- 
structions were given them. The Seventh 
and Eighth Districts conventions will be 
held to-morrow. 

Under the harmony agreement reached 
recently half of the delegates from Erie 
County were selected by friends of Charles 
W. Goodyear, candidete for Governor, and 
half by the friends of John Cunneen, can- 
didate for Judge of the Court of Appeals. 


SENTIMENT VEERING TO PARKER 


Much Depends on His Letter of Accept- 
ance, Livingston Thinks. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Representative 
Livingston of Georgia, the senior. member 
of the minority on the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, and one of the leaders of his party 
in the House, believes that the people of 
the country are gradually becoming more 
and more favorable to the election of Judge 
Parker. 

Mr. Livingston said there was no dis- 
guising the fact that the people are in- 
clined to believe that President Roosevelt 
stands ready to find a way of doing what 
he wishes to have done without regard to 
law. It was this popular belief that was 
causing conservative men to look with 
favor on the candidacy of Judge Parker. 

*“ But, while I believe there has been a 
drift of sentiment toward Parker,” said Mr. 
Livingston, “his future, in my judgment, 
will depend largely upom his forthcoming 
letter of acceptance. If that letter is writ- 
ten with the clearness and boldness that

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JUDGE PARKER AT FAIR. 
Great Crowd at Ellenville Tenders Him 


an Ovation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ELLENVILLE, N. Y., Aug. 31.—Judge 
Parker’ was the chief attraction at the 
county fair to-day, and his presence drew 
a great crowd. , 

The Democratic nominee for the Presi- 
dency, accompanied by Mrs. Parker, his 
brother Frederick, and a number of friends, 
veft Esopus for Kingston by the 10:27 train. 
The run from the West Shore station at 
Kingston to the New York, Ontario and 
Western station was via trolley line. 

At Napanoch the nominee’s party left the 
train and entered carriages and were driven 
to the residence of Col. Thomas E. Bene- 
dict. Luncheon was served, and about an 
hour later the candidate was driven amid 
considerable excitement into the fair 
grounds. 

For a time his course about the exhibits 
was marked by a long line of the curious. 
To shake hands with Judge Parker was the 
ambition of all. The few who did not 
achieve their ambition had only their own 
timidity to blame. At the appointed time 
Col. Benedict accompanied Judge Parker to 
the reviewing stand, and there for more 
than an hour the candidate was engaged in 
viewing the passing show and acknowledg- 
ing the homage paid him from the opposite 
grand stand and the surging crowds below. 
Despite the great crowd, the gathering 
seemed almost like a big family party. 

Everybody seemed to know everybody 
else. Therefore all were in good humor, and 
the Judge most of all. The presence of a 
martial band and detachments from the 
Tenth Separate Company of Newburg, 
the Fourteenth of Kingston and the Twen- 
ty-fourth of Middletown served further to 
enliven the proceedings. 

Following the distribution of prize ribbons, 
Judge Parker held an impromptu reception 
in the centre of the race course, just west 
of the entrance. Democrats rushed up to 
get hold of his hand, ex-Bryan men 
crowded about to tell him of their reform; 
Republicans told him they intended to 
vote for him. and the few Populists about 


confessed they were in doubt about Tom 
Watson. In fact, Democratic leaders here 
expressed the belief that Judge Parker 
made many scores of votes by his pilgrim- 
age. 

On his return to Rosemount this evening 
Judge Parker, who did not disguise the 

leasure his trip had afforded him, said he 

ad “had a fine time meeting a lot of old 
friends.”’ 


SHEPARD ON ROOSEVELT. 


Compares President to Napoleon—Pro- 
tests Against Ideal of Force. 


BENNINGTON, Vt., Aug. 31.—From the 
steps of the Bennington County Court 
House this evening Edward M. Shepard of 
New York spoke on National issues, and 
urged a crowd that nearly filled the square 
to support the Democratic Party ticket in 
the State election next Tuesday. 

Mr. Shepard was warmly greeted, and fre- 
quently applauded. He spoke in part as 
follows: 

“One of the most important Republican 
arguments is President Roosevelt himself. 
To many, whether for or against him, it is 
the first argument, although prudent Re- 
publican advocates dare not, or at least 
do not, give it that rank. 

* What are we to say, Secretary Hay, of 
your tribute to the ‘ardent and able young 
statesman’ who is your chief, that ‘in 
times of doubt and difficulty the thought 
oftenest in his heart is ‘* What in such a 
case would Lincoln have done?”’’ 

* If, after the new fashion of which we 
are advised, your manuscript were not sub- 
mittéd to the President—still doubtless you 
were right that in that amazing assertion 
you were ‘ violating neither the confidence 
of a friend nor the proprieties.’ But would 
it have violated either if you had let us 
know what act or utterance of Lincoln was 
in the President's heart on his three days’ 
recognition of Panama, or.on his executive 
extension of the pension law, or on his 
threat against the South American repub- 
lics, or during his long-continued and truly 
‘ardent’ advocacy of a great navy, or in 
his long and systematic preaching of the 
‘strong man armed’ and the ‘ big stick,’ or 
when he sent to his somewhat dull conven- 
tion at Chicago that true Rough Rider’s 
telegram that we must have ‘ Perdicaris 
alive or Rais Uli dead’?”’ 

Mr. Shepard then quoted from ex-Gov. 
Black’s eulogy of Theodore Roosevelt and 
continued: 

‘Was not Gov. Black right? For did he 
not speak of a President who has declarea 
his contempt for. ‘that mock humanitar- 
ianism’ which would prevent the great 
liberty-loving nations of the world from go- 
ing to war, who despises, as he himself has 
toid us, the ‘ c.oistered virtue’ which dare 
not go down into ‘the hurly-burly where 
the men of might contend?’ 

“Was he not speaking of a President 
who, in a hundred speeches, has talked of 
the ‘craven’ and the ‘ weakling’ and the 
‘coward who babbies of peace,’ who has 
preached the ‘just man armed’ as his 
dearest gospel, who would have a great 
army, although, as he has said, ‘ we do not 
need it in the least for police purposes at 
home,’ but because we need to use it 
abroad; who, three years before our ma- 
rauding venture at Panama, declared that 
*we must build the Isthmian canal’ and 
must grasp the points ‘ of vantage,’ meaning 
that we must violate the territory of an- 
ether nation; who has talked in season and 
out of season of the ‘cant about liberty’ 

‘consent of the Ent ae who, 
speaking as the Chief agistrate of a 
republic of law and order and peace, which 
in its men and resources is the most pow- 
erful of nations, deelared that its maxim 
should be; ‘Speak softly and carry a big 
stick,’ and who has of late in plain ternis 
threatened our neighbors at the South that 
unless—in their relations not with the 
United States but with others, for whom 
we are in no way called upon to act—they 
‘acted with decency in industrial and po- 
litical matters,’-unless they ‘ kept order and 
paid their obligation,’ unless they * gov- 
erned themselves well’ and were ‘ pros- 
perous and orderly,’ they might expect our 
forcible intervention” 

** Where is the parallel for utterances like 
these by the ruler of a great country since 
Moscow and Waterloo brought to an end 
the insolent addresses of the first Napo- 
lean to the monarchs of Europe and the 
terrified envoys at his Court?”’ 

In conclusion Mr. Shepard urged th&t in

velt, *“‘ths ideal of force and lawlessness

Intimates the President inspired Article 
Defending His Attitude in the 
Postal Frauds Case. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Aug. 31.—In @ 
campaign speech at the Broome County 
Fair, where he was a guest to-day, ex- 
Senator David B. Hill fiercely attacked 
President Roosevelt, Gov. Odell, and Sena- 
ters Depew and Platt, 

Speaking of Senator Depew’s candidacy 
tor re-election Mr. Hill said: 

“Decent men of all partiés would greatly 
prefer him to the grafter and groceryman 
row at the head of the Republican organi- 
zation in this State, who speculates in the 
Securities of trusts and takes his chances, 
and then ‘squeals’ on his associates to in- 
duce them to share his own losses.” 

He characterized the present campaign on 
the part of the Republicans as one of hum- 
bug and false  pretenses—* peculiarly 
Rooseveltish in all its essential character- 
istics.”’ ‘ 

“The President,’’ he continued, “‘ through 
himself and his late private secretary, man- 
age and direct every detail, while experi- 
enced political managers of long service in 
the party are brushed aside and ignored. 
His programme requires that he should be 
constantly kept to the front—his virtues 
extolled and his achievements magnified, 
while belittling the deeds of previous Ad- 
ministrations and of other prominent men 
_- have preceded him in the public serv- 
ce. 

“When the President has particularly de- 
sired to impress upon the country the 
greatness or goodness of his deeds, but has 
preferred to refrain from communicating 
to the public directly through his mes- 
Sages or addresses, he has employed the 
agency of certain magazine writers: The 
latest performance in that direction is an 
article on the subject of ‘How Roosevelt 
Uncovered the Postal Frauds,’ contained 
in the September number of McClure’s 
Magazine, by Mr. William Allen White of 
Kansas, 

ARTICLE’S POLITICAL PURPOSE. 


“The political purpose of the article is 
plain. It is an effort to convince the people 
that the President was not responsible for 
the postal frauds in his Administration, 
and that, notwithstanding his long negiect 
to prosecute them, he was really the exalt- 
ed instrument which exposed them. As the 
newspapers would say: ‘ This is important, 
if true.’ - 

“The article is compelled to concéde that 
tremendous frauds existed in the Post Of- 
fice Department at Washington, even to a 
greater extent than the Democrats had 
charged, and that nearly all the Republic- 
an Senators and Congressmen—all but 
about twenty—knew of it. 

“This startling accusation against the 
integrity of the Republican majority in 
Congress would seem to be a dangerous ad- 
mission when most of them are candidates 
for re-glection before the people, but the 
statement was evidently regarded as neces- 
sary in order to protect the President by 
reason of the long neglect of his Adminis- 
tration to take any notice of these grave 
charges of malfeasance which were being 
discussed by everybody. 

“It is further said that, although the 
Postmaster General had heard of the ‘ gos- 
sip,’ (the postal scandal,) yet ‘ recrimina- 
tion is so common in politics that one be- 
comes accustomed to hearing honest men 
called thieves,’ and that ‘he desired to put 
away from him the tumult of : « investiga- 
tion’; that ‘he had conducted a few in- 
vestigations’ which had ‘ ended by finding 
that the charges were exaggerated,’ and 


that ‘he had no stomach for going to the 
bone of any matter.’ All this, = course, is 
scarcely an excuse, but only a very mild 
criticism of the Postmaster General, and, 
a Sepreye ey Paved the way 
or a subsequent vigorous lau 

Gefense of the President. io 

“In extolling the President an attack is 
made upon the two Republican United 
States Senators from this State—Messrs. 
Platt and Depew—who were active Repub- 
licans before either Mr. White or Mr. 
Roosevelt was born. Here is what is said: 

“*«When it (the investigation) touched 
the President's friend and political sponsor, 
State Senator Green of Binghamton, , Y.. 
and when he was about to be indicted fo 
crookedness, the two Senators from New 
York and every prominent Republican in 
the State begged for mercy, and then 
threatened President Roosevelt for follow- 
ing Bristow to indict Green.’ 

“If true, this is a most serious accusa- 
tion. It virtually accuses our two Repub- 
lican United States Senators and also 
‘every prominent Republican in the State’ 
with a crime. While I differ with Messrs. 
Platt and Depew upon the important ques- 
tions which divide the two great political 
parties—a difference which I trust is both 
honest and respectful—it is difficult to 
credit this latest impeachment of their 
integrity. 


CHALLENGE TO DEPEW. 


“Of course if Senator Depew admits the 
accusation and confesses his guilt then I 
withdraw my denunciation of the publica- 
tion in question. He speaks on these Fair 
grounds to-morrow on behalf of the Repub- 
licans and he must either admit or deny the 
allegations against him. 

“If Senator Green, or Senators Platt and 
Depew in his behalf, ever ‘threatened’ 
President Roosevelt because of Senator 
Green’s indictment. it was the President’s 


personal and @fficial duty to have immed- 
ately exposed the dastardly attempt to 
intimidate him at the time it was made 
and not have waited until after his nomi- 
nation was secure and the necessity for 
the manufacture of some political sensa- 
tion in the President’s behalf in this cam- 
paign was deemed desirable.” 


EMPORIA, Kan., Aug. 31.—William Allen 
White, referring to the statement in ex- 
Senator Hill’s speech at Whitney’s Point, 
N. Y., that the President had furnished 
facts for Mr. White’s magazine article con- 
cerning the President’s course in the postal 
fraud investigation, said: 

“The article was not inspired at the 
White House and the President furnished 
none of the facts. 

“It was well known before the indict- 
ment against Senator Green was issued 
that he was getting political influence to 
prevent the indictment. His friends claimed 
that Green was innocent, and so represent- 
ed the case to the New York Republican 

oliticlians who interceded in his behalf. 

t is not discreditable to any man, be he 
Senator or Governor or politician, to try to 
help a man whom he sincerely believes to 
be innocent. 

“The men who tried to help Green did 
sc in the best of faith, and after the evi- 
dence was presented to them in the Bris- 
tow report the effort in Green's behalf im- 
mediately stopped.”

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TAMMANY NOT AFTER STATE. 


Doesn’t Want Any Nominations, Murphy 
Tells Braves. 

’ Freed from the work which the primary 
elections entailed, Charles F. Murphy has 
called a meeting of the Tammany Execu- 
tive Committee to be held this afternoon at 
Tammany Hall. This meeting is for the 
Purpose of enabling the Tammany leader 
to lay before his district chiefs a plan of 
action for the State Convention and the 
State campaign. The keynote of this, as 
plainly stated by Mr. Murphy at the Wig- 
wam yesterday, will be to ask no place on 
the State ticket for any Tammany man, not 
even if there should be a chance to secure 
the Governorship itself for a member of the 
organization. 

The Tammany leader was told that Mc- 
Carren was out for Grout and that that 
seemed more like a State matter than @ 
Brooklyn matter, 

“No, that’s distinc a Brooklyn matter, 
too,” replied Mr. Murphy. ‘“ As for Tam- 
many’s position in regard to the State tick- 
et, I can say that the organization has no 
candidate for Governor nor for any other 
place on the State ticket. You may rest 
assured of that.” 

Senator McCarren did not appear at all 
exultant when he reached State Headquar- 
ters in the Hoffman House yesterday after- 
noon, although he had undergone a cross- 
fire of congratulations all day long, both at 
kis Brooklyn headouarters, where he had 
spent the morning, and at the State head- 
quarters later. At his Brooklyn headquar- 
ters the Senator issued a statement on the 
primaries of which the following is a part: 


There is no litical division in the State of 
New York, ot, for that matter, in the United 
States, that will more jealously guard its right 
to exercise every political prerogative than the 
Borough of Brooklyn, and any attempt on the 
part of any man or any organization outside 
of the Borough of Brooklyn to dictate its policy 
will always be vigorously resented. The voting 
yesterday was in no wise due to my personal 
stand, because anybody might have taken the 
attitude I assumed and he would have found 
that the people of Brooklyn Would have sus- 
tained him as well. I think that this may also 
be spelled out of the regult. ~ 


Later in the afternoon James Shevlin and 
Deputy Fire Commissioner William A. 
Doyle both issued statements. 

“Under all the circumstances the op- 
ponents of Senator McCarren have good 
reason to be satisfied with the results in 
Brooklyn,” said Mr. Shevlin. “It is a thing 
to remember that McCarren, with the con- 
nivance of Republicans, had a law passed 
which enabled him to seize the entire elec- 
tion machinery of the party, so that yes- 
terday in every closely contested district 
his opponents were without Election In- 
spectors. In this he violated the principle 
of autonomy which he declares was the 


issue. Now, however, every good Democrat 
must get out and work for Parker. 

Doyle declared that he would continue his 
fight with McCarren for the Brooklyn 
leadership, saying that there could be no 
compromise. e also announced his inten- 
tion to investigate the vote in the Thirty- 
first Ward, the Coney Island end of the 
Seventh Assembly District. 

“TI am convinced,” he said, “that the 
759 plurality recorded against me there 
was not honestly obtained, and I purpose 
to follow the matter up to the end. We 
shall fight at all times for a fair deal and 
an honest count.” 

Rumors were started again yesterday that 
more McCarren men in the city offices will 
be ousted by Murphy orders as retalia- 
tion against McCarren. Col. James D. Béll,

A WOLCOTT FOR PARKER. 


Ex-Senator’s Life-Long Republican 


Brother Gives Up Roosevelt. 


Repudiating Roosevelt and advocating the 
election of Judge Parker to the Presidency, 
Henry R. Wolcott of Colorado informed his 
friends that the business interests of the 
West demanded the defeat of the Repub- 
lican National ticket. Mr. Wolcott is a 
brother of ex-United States Senator Ed- 
ward O. Wolcott of Colorado, and has even 
a larger Republican following in his State 
than has the ex-Senator. Mr. Wolcott's in- 
terests are largely in Colorado mining prop- 
erties. 

“TIT have been a. Republican all my life,” 
said Mr. Wolcott last night, “‘ but I want 
to see Parker elected this year and shall 
vote for him. Also I shall urge my friends 
to vote the Democratic National ticket. 
This is in spite of the fact that I shall 
support and work for the election of the 
Republican State ticket in Colorado. 

“That, however, does not at all affect 
the. National situation. President Roose- 
velt, to my mind, has altogether too many 

| eccentricities and too little balance and re- 
sponsibility to be elected President. We 
have seen his reckless disregard of the 
rights of nations and of individuals during 
the three years he has held office as Presi- 
dent McKinley’s successor, and we can 
only conjecture with fear what course he 
might pursue were he to be given a term 
in office on his own election. The business 
men of the West do not dare vote him into 
office, for they firmly believe that both 
business and international peace would be 
upset by another term of Roosevelt.

ODELL LEANING TOWARD 
HIGGINS FOR GOVERNOR 


Lieut. Governor Has Been Sum- 


moned to Headquarters Here. 
— 


CHAIRMAN LIKES KNIGHT, TOO 


Buffalo Mayor a Vote Getter, but Hig- 
gins Fits in Better with Odell’s 
Plans—Woodruff’s Chances. 


Gov. Odell’s closest advisers are now giv- 
ing out the information that he has about 
made up his mind to cast his influence in 
favor of the nomination of Lieut. Gov. Hig- 
gins as the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor. Mr. Higgins, who is spending his 
vacation in the White Mountains, has been 
telegraphed for, and is expected here Sat- 
urday. 

Evidently the efforts which ex-Lieut. Gov. 
Timothy L. Woodruff has made during the 
past ten days to convince Gov. Odell that 
his nomination and election would in no 
way interfere with the Governor-Chair- 
man’s political future have been unavailing. 
As an instance of his independence of Platt 
influence Mr, Woodruff has recalled to 
Gov. Odell that he sided with him against 
Platt two years ago at Saratoga ih the 
fight against the nomination of George R. 
Sheldon for Lieutenant-Governor. Further- 
more, he made the positive pledge to the 
Governor-Chairman that if he were elected 
he would not make any attempt to set up 
in business for himself politically, but 
would leave Mr, Odell the undisputed mas- 
ter of the State machine. 

Whether it is because he mistrusts Mr. 
Woodruff’s professions, or because he does 
not believe that Mr. Woodruff could win, the 
fact remains that the Governor Chairman 
has been unconvinced that he ought to give 
Mr. Woodruff’s candidacy his approval. 

Gov. Odell, although inclined to favor 
Lieut. Gov. Higgins at this juncture as the 
best the party can do in the way of a 
Gubernatorial candidate, still has a lean- 
ing toward Mayor Erastus C. Knight of 
Buffalo. The reason for his disposition to 
view Mr. Knight’s candidacy with favor 
is, that being an intensely practical politi- 
cian, the Governor-Chairman is a student 
of form. Despite all that nas been urged 
against Knight by advisers who believe 
that Higgins is the best man who can be 
nominated both from the party and the 
Odell standpoint, the Governor-Chairman is 
seemingly -unable to get away from the 
fact that Mayor Knight has proved a re- 
markable vote-getter. 

The returns when Mr. Knight was a 
candidate for State Controller in the first 
Odell campaign show that Mr. Knight ran 
13,509 votes ahead of his ticket. His pop- 
ularity was by no means confined to his 
home County of Erie. He beat Gov. Odell 
24 votes in the Governor’s home county, 
Orange. He ran 1,726 votes ahead of the 
State ticket in Monroe, 1,703 in New York 
County, and 935 in Kings. In fact, there 
were not more than twelve counties in the 
State in which he did not run ahead of 
his ticket. 

When he was nominated for Mayor of 
Buffalo while he was serving as State Con- 
troller there was a good deal of apprehen- 
sion among the Republicans as to the re- 
sult, but Mr, Knight was elected by over 
5,000 majority, being 1,000 more than he 
had received over the Republican State 
ticket in Erie when he was the Republican 
candidate for Controller, 

he chief argument which is made against 
Mr. Knight is that because he has been 
Mayor of Buffalo and therefore. prominent 
in the movement for the 1,000-ton barge 
canal, the anti-canal counties of the State 
would not take kindly to his candidacy, 
That of course is a supposition, and to the 
mind of Gov. Odell it has not presented 
the force of the vote which Mr. Knight 
has received on both occasions when he has 
been a candidate before the people. Neva 
ertheless, as has been stated, if the Goy- 
ernor-Chairman carries out his present in- 
tention the man whose nomination he will 
recommend to the Republican caucus in 
Saratoga will be Frank Wayland Higgins, 
although undoubtedly he will say a good 

or Knight. 

— will not try to force the nomination 
of Higgins. He realizes that with Higgins 
as the nominee the issue of the contest will 
be doubtful, and his plan is to “ play safe.” 
What he will tell the delegates at Sara- 
toga, in all probability, is that after can- 
vassing the situation thoroughly it is his 
opinion that the convention could not do 
better than nominate Higgins. 

If the caucus agrees with him and Hig- 
gins is made the nominee the representa- 
tive Republicans of the State will then 
have equal responsibility with him for the 
success of the ticket. They cannot lay at 
his door the full responsibility for defeat, 
if defeat should come. On the other hand, 
if his advice should be rejected and Wood- 
ruff should be chosen and defdated at the 
pol!s, the Governor-Chairman could then 
claim that had his advice been followed the 
issue might have been different. In either 
ease his hold on the State organization 
would be strengthened.

+ McChesney and Gunfire Finished 


Far Back in Twin City Handicap. 


‘ARTFUL WON FILLY STAKES 


Goldcroft, Backed at 40 to 1, Captured 
The Opening Race at Sheeps- 
head Bay Track 


With two winners of former Twin City 
Handicaps, richest of the big open races 
of the Fall, behind him, Caughnawaga, 
from Stephen and John Sanford’s great 
private breeding farm at Amsterdam, N. 
¥., beat the best field of the Autumn 
season, in the twenty-first running of the 
Stakes at the Sheepshead Bay race track 
yesterday. The race made a splendidly 
spirited contest from start to finish, and 
in the fight at the end Caughnawaga was 
hard ridden to stall off the determined ef- 
fort of the last chance outsider of the 
field, the California filly Dainty, and in a 
whipping struggle to the winning post was 
first by only a neck, while far back of the 
two, Gunfire, winner of the Twin City in 
1902, and McChesney, winner of the stakes 
last year, finished among the unplaced 
horses, : 

The Great Filly Stakes, with a gross 
value of something more than $13,000, was 
on the card as companion attraction of the 
Twin City, but the famous handicap far 
overshadowed the newer event in both value 
and the quality of the race that it pro- 
duced, the contest for the Great Filly, won 
by H. B. Duryea’s Artful, heroine of the 
Futurity last Saturday, being only mildly 
interesting. 

For the Twin City the entire field named 
on the programme made the race, seven 
in all starting, with McChesney, the “ Big 
Mac” from the West, that a year ago was 
talked of as a rival to Waterboy for the 
championship honors, being the top weight, 
with 127 pounds, and the favorite, at 5 to 
2 at post time, while Caughnawaga, in re- 
ceipt of two pounds from McChesney, 
started second choice after opening as equal 
favorite with the Western horse. 

Gunfire, the fast mare that a year ago 
Was the star of William C. Whitney’s sta- 
ble, made her first appearance in public 
this year in the race, and on the strength 
of her trials in private was the third choice, 
Hurst Park and Bugenia Burch being the 
next best backed, while Dainty and Grazi- 
allo were the outsiders. McChesney, though 
he has been under suspicion nearly all the 
year, made a splendid ‘showing in his warm- 
ing up, while Gunfire also seemed fit to run 
up to her reputation. 

Going to the post, however, Gunfire was 
ill-tempered and fractious, and Mc esney 
put his feet down rather tenderly. All the 
other horses, save Caughnawaga, which 
began his season at Saratoga, had cam- 
paigned steadily through the Eastern rac- 
ing year and were seasoned and ready. 
Gunfire at the post continued to misbehave, 
and delayed the start until she had a shade 
the best of it, breaking in front then and 
going away with the same flight of speed 
that she showed in all her best races of a 
year ago. After her went Hurst Park and 
McChesney, Hurst Park making an effort 
early in the contest to take the lead from 
the mare, while McChesney~surprised even 
his stanchest admirers by the early speed 
that the usually slow beginner showed. 

Sprinting from the first jump, Gunfire 
carried her pursuers a fast pace around the 
first turn, and led clear of her field at the 
head of the back stretch. Racing to the 
far turn, the others slowly closed on the 
pacemaker, Caughnawaga working his way 
to the front rank in the run through the 
back stretch, while half way through Mc- 
Chesney began to drop back and out of the 
struggle. In the meantime, Dainty, which 
had broken last with much the worst of 
the send-off, had picked up her field, and 
as the far turn was reached was lapped on 
Graziallo, the two running third and fourth, 
behind Gunfire and Caughnawaga, Hurst 
Park at this point also dropping out. On 


the last turn Caughnawaga went up _t 

Gunfire, and as the bend for the turn tate 

the quarter stretch was made, showed in 

a oe cee ee. From then on 
yas beaten, Graziallo n 

her, and then Dainty. a 

Entering the stretch for the run home, 
Caughnawaga led by a half length, with 
Graziallo second, and Dainty, Gunfire, and 
Eugenia Burch close up, every horse of the 
field then being hard ridden, though seem- 
ingly only the two in front had any chance. 
In the run through the last quarter Caugh- 
nawaga shook off Graziallo, but his earl 
effort after Gunfire and the battle wit 
Graziallo left him a much-distressed horse, 
and when Dainty in turn challenged, Burns 
on the New York-bred horse was forced to 
the whip at once. Dainty closed to Caugh- 
nawaga’s shoulders, and with both fighting 
on under the whip they finished, ainty 
slowly gaining to the end, but they passed 
the winning post before she had time to 
ee oe ae by a neck, 
rhile raziallo was third, four e 
behind Dainty. 3 — 

McChesney pulled up a trifle sore, but 

nothing was found wrong with him when 
his trainer examined him. For Gunfire it 
was said by her stable that no excuses were 
to be made. The time of the race was 2:05, 
which has been beaten by but one Twin 
City Handicap winner—McChesney’s 2:04% 
of last year. The fractional time, 0:12, 
0:24 2-5, 0:37, 0:49 3-5, 1:02, 1:141-5, 1:26 3-5, 
1:39, and 1:52 2-5, shows that Gunfire -was 
racing like a sprinter for the time that she 
was in front. 
_For the Great Filly Stakes, six furlongs, 
for fillies two years old, only five ran, 
including the added starter, Belle Strome. 
The H. B. Duryea pair, Artful and Rose of 
Dawn. coupled, were favorite at 15 to 1 on. 
Artful broke first, but was steadied at once 
and indulged Belle Strome with the lea 
into the last quarter, where she took com- 
mand and led to the end. Belle Strome, un- 
der the whip, seemed to gain on the Fu- 
turity winner a trifle at the last furlong 
pole, but Hildebrand had only to let down 
Artful in the closing strides to go away 
and win handily by a scant length. In the 
race Artful carried 124 pounds, or ten 
pounds more than she had in the Futurity, 
and ran the same course in a fifth of a 
second better time, 1:11 3-5. 

In the opening event Goldcroft, from the 
Stable of Sydney Paget, was backed for a 
good thing, the early backers getting 4V 
to 1, and, ridden by the light boy Gis- 
bourne, Goldcroft led from end to end and 
won, ridden out. Garnish made most of 
the running and cleverly took the selling 
mile and three-sixteenths, and Ort Wells 
and Collector Jessup, both favorites, took 
the other races.

SWEET MARIE’S GREAT VICTORY 


Unbeaten California Mare Won Five- 
Heat Race in Fast Time.

For the third heat Tiverton and Sweet 
Marie raced together to the seven-eighths 
pole. At this point the New York gelding 
weakened and Sweet Marie won by a 
length. The time for the heat, 2:06%, is the 
trotting record for the year. This was the 
decisive point in the contest, as, while Tiv- 


erton tried his hardest in the next two 
heats, Sweet Marie held him safely. 

The aggregate time for the five heats is 
the world’s record, lowering that in the 
famous stallion race at Readville in the 
Cresceus-Charley Herr battle. 

The 2:14 pacing race went over until to- 
morrow after three horses had won two 
heats each. Prince Alert, driven to beat 
the world's pacing record of 1:59, failed 
by 1% seeonds.

Remarkable Performances at the 
World’s Fair Olympic Games.

Ralph Rose Makes New Figures for 
Shot-Put—Hillman Wins Hur-* 
die Race. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Aug. 31.—Again have the 
athletes competing in the track and field 
events of the Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion revival of the Olympic games demon- 
strated that they are the peers of any pre- 
vious aggregation of international char- 
acter. To-day, the third of the 1904 Olym- 
piad, one world’s record fell before the 
prowess of an American, three Olympic 
records were broken, the laurels going to 
two Americans and a Greek, and one 
Olympian and one world’s record was 
broken, but owing to-en unfortunate acci- 
dent, the time of the latter will not be 
allowed. 

As an indication of what the day was 
to bring forth, H. L, Hillman of the New 
York Athletic Club ran the 400-metre 
hurdle in 0:32-5 under the Olympic and 
world’s record. Hillman was forced the 
entire distance by Frank Waller of the 
Milwaukee Athletic Club, wlto finished sec- 
ond, and in the excitement of the race 
Hillman failed to jump the last hurdle 
cleanly and the barrier fell to the ground, 
barring his record, but not affecting the 
result of the race. 

In the 200-meter run, Archie Hahn of the 
Milwaukee Athletic Club won the first 
heat in the record time of 0:221-5. He 
fought the distance with W. J. Cartmell 
of Louisville, Ky., and only won by inches. 
The second heat was a trifle lower, but 
Hogenson was not pushed. The final (the 
distance by American measurement of the 
200-meters being 218.73 yards) resulted in 
the lowering of the Olympic record by 
three-fifths of a second. Hahn won the 
event, but secured an advantage at the 
Start of two yards over his three competi- 
tors, the latter having made a false start 
and receiving penalties. 

Herikles Kakousis of Athens, Greece, had 
everything his own way in lifting the bar 
bell. The other entries were two men from 


the Milwaukee Athletic Club and one from 

St. Louis. Kakousis won by lifting a 

weight of 186 pounds. He did this with 

apparently so little difficulty that Otto C. 

Osthoff of the Milwaukee Athletic Club 

withdrew after having lifted an equal 

weight after several attempts. Kakousis 
then went after the Olympic record, which 
is also regarded as the world’s record. He 
first lifted 200 unds, and then had the 
weights adjusted at 246 pounds, four ounces 
more than the record made by the Danish 
athlete, V. Jensen of the Copenhagen Ath- 

letic Club at the Athens Olympiad in 1896. 

His first attempt was successful. 

Ralph W. Rose of the Chicago Athletic 
Association broke the Olympic and world’s 
records in the ~ fot shot-put. His first 
essay buried the Olympic record and came 
within two inch of the world’s record. 
He tried twice more before he succeeded in 
smashing the latter with a put of 48 feet 
7 inches. The former Olympic record was 
46 feet 3% inches, made by R. Sheldon of 
the New York Athletic Club at Paris, in 
the 1900 revival of the Olympic games, and 
the former world’s record was 48 feet 2 
inches. 

The Milwaukee Athletic Club tug-of-war 
team won two trials in the international 
tug-of-war, and qualified to compete in the 
finals to-morrow. ‘The other contestants 
will be the team from the New York Ath- 
letic Club, which defeated the St. Louis 
team that took the measure of the Greek 
entry.

WANTED..AN EXPLANATION. 

Now that so many of the actual and

Lone is quite right in saying that that is 
characteristic of him. 

There is @ passage in Mr. Lono's remi- 
niseences, however, that seems to call 
for some development and explanation, 
and we suggest it for treatment when 
that gentleman comes to the support of 
his former subordinate in the present 
canvass. Mr. Lone says of Mr. Rooss- 
VELT: “He was zealous in the work of 
putting the navy in condition for the ap- 
prehended struggle. His ardor some- 
times went \faster than the President or 
the department approved. Just before 
the war\he, as well as some naval offi- 
cers, was anxious to send a squadron 
across the ocean to sink the ships and 
torpedo-boat destroyers of the Spanish 
fleet while we were yet at peace with 
Spain.” 

This passage is not quite clear. To the 
general reader it will undoubtedly con- 
vey the impression that Mr. ROOSEVELT 
proposed that “while we were yet at 
peace with Spain” a squadron should 
sink the ships and torpedo-boat destroy- 
ers of the Spanish fleet. It is, however, 
susceptible of the interpretation that the 
proposition was made in time of peace, 
while the destruction was to be carried 
out only after war had been declared. 
The latter might be regarded as merely 
taking precaution while at peace for war 
which might become inevitable and pre- 
paring to strike effectively the first blow. 
The former would, of course, be abso- 
lutely unjustifiable. It is unfortunate 
that Mr. Lone should haye framed his 
statement in a way to lend his authority 
to the more damaging reading. "When 
proper occasion arises, we assume that 
he will see the desirability of putting the 
matter in a perfectly clear light. On the 
face of it, Mr. Lona’s highly important 
assertion has too strong a suggestion of 
the spirit shown later by Mr. RoosEvELT 
in the Panama matter to be agreeable 
reading. 


THE JUDGESHIPS. 

In a Presidential campaign it is better 
to use the forces that work with you 
than to unshackle those that work 
against you. The nomination of Judge 
CULLEN and Judge Werner for the 
Court of Appeals by the Democrats 
would be so heartily approved through- 
out the State that Judge PARKER’s cam- 
paign for the Presidency would no doubt 
be helped. The nomination of two Dem- 
ocrats for the vacancies, on the other 
hand, would be injurious to Judge ParRK- 
ER, for it would instantly be construed 
as an attempt to gain partisan control of 
the highest court in the State. 

The people look with disfavor upon the 
policy of treating Judgeships as party 
spoil, and the bar resents the introduc- 
tion of political and partisan considera- 
tions in a judiciary canvass. This has 
been made plain in the State at large 
and in various judicial departments by 
the universal approval evoked by the de- 
cision of both parties to unite upon 
Judgeship nominations. 

The Republicans have already indi- 
cated their intention to nominate Judge 
CULLEN and Judge WERNER. The nomi- 
nation by the Democrats of these two 
Judges, who have already seen service 
upon that bench, would be so appropriate 
and natural that even if there had been 
no advance intimation of the Republican 
purpose any other choice by the Demo- 
cratic Convention would be surprising. 
There are no reasons why the Convention 
should make any other choice except rea- 
sons of politics. The managers of the 
Democratic campaign may depend upon 
it that if political considerations sway 
them and guide their choice they will be 
punished for it. The bar and intelligent 
voters generally have reached the con- 
clusion that Judge WERNER and Judge 
CULLEN, in respect to fitness and equip- 
ment, are the right men to nominate; 
that should they be named and be elect- 
ed the court would be stronger than if 
some other choice were made. This is 
no disparagement of Attorney General 
CUNNEEN nor of Judge Herrick, both of 
whom are able and highly respected. 
But Judges CULLEN and WERNER have 
already served nearly four years upon 
the Court of Appeals bench by designa- 
tion of the Governor. In the absence of 
any reason fo the contrary, that reason 
alone ought to prevail in favor of their 
nomination by both parties; There is no 
reason to the contrary. It is known and 
universally acknowledged that they are 
amply qualified for the high judicial 
services they have already so acceptably 
performed. 

A discontinuance ef the discussion of 
other nominations as probable would be 
hailed as an evidence of a wise discretion 
on the part of the Democratic campaign 
managers, 


HUNTING FOR COTTON. 

At the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion recently held at Cambridge the sub- 
ject of increased supply of cotton was 
taken up in the Economic Section and 
an important report was made by Mr. 
Hutton, the Chairman of the British 
Cotton-Growing Association. The sit- 
uation is sufficiently serious. It was 
pointed out that during the last four 
years the world’s consumption of 
cotton had increased about 400,000 or 
500,000 bales, and the greater part of 
this increase was in the Southern States 
of this country, where the bulk of the 
cotton crop is produced. At the same 
time the production had not responded 
to the increased demand for consumption, 
and this fact was explained largely by 
the reported fact that there was not 
labor sufficient for increased cultivation 
and harvesting. 

In view of this situation the Cotton- 
Growing Association had made thorough 
inquiry and some earnest experiments 
with reference to the possibility of secur- 
ing cotton in the future from British 
possessions where it is not now produced 
or produced in small qui ; 


rcnghaetede 


dia there is much land suited to cotton, 
but it is of an inferior kind and the seed 
is poor. Experiments are making by the 
association and by the Government to 
improve the quality, and with some suc- 
cess. In the Soudan and in Central Af- 
rica the soil and elimate are suited to 3 
fair quality of cotton, but labor and 
transportation are inadequate. The Gov-~ 
evnment was co-operating to remove the 
second difficulty. West Africa was more 
promising. But the most important sug- 
gestion rthade by the Chairman of the 
association was with reference to the 
West Indies. He said: 


Some excellent cotton had been grown 
in some of the West Indian Islands—Bar- 
bados in particular, This cotton had been 
sold at prices ranging from 11d. to 16d. per 
pound,. and the planters had netted sub- 
stantial profits, and there was a prospect 
of cotton cultivation supplanting sugar~- 
growing in certain districts. Machinery 
and financial assistance were being given 
by the association, and should the present 
hopes be fulfilled there was every possi- 
bility of our being able to obtain the bulk 
of our supplies of the highest grade cotton 
from that part of the world, and so be not 
absolutely dependent, as we now were, on 
Georgia and Carolina. 

Mr. Hutton did not think that any in- 
terference by law with dealing in “ fut- 
ures” would have the slightest good ef- 
fect. It would rather complicate the sit- 
uation and probably do much more harm 


than good. 


A GOOD USE FOR LABOR DAY. 

The announcement that the unions af- 
filiated with the Building Trades Alli- 
ance will take no part in the Labor Day 
parade commends itself to approval, This 
holiday never had any very clear pur- 
pose, but the reasons given for its legal 
recognition were chiefly that the monot- 
ony of a work-a-day year would be re- 
lieved by setting apart one day in the 
865 in which the hard-working mechanic 
might rest and seek recreation out of 
doors and incidentally celebrate himself 
by marching in processions behind brass 
bands and bearing banners and flags. 

The best use the mechanics employed 
in the several branches of the building 
trades in New York can make of Labor 
Day is to change the established habit of 
recent months and devote it to profitable 
industry. For men who are idle as much 
of the time as they are the best kind of 
recreation would be found in putting in a 
solid day’s work. It would represent 
“ the flower and quintessence of change,” 
and do them a great deal more good than 
@ procession and a picnic. How much 
more good it would do their wives and 
children need not be referred to, The de- 
votion of Labor Day to labor would make 
long stretches of voluntary idleness less 
tedious, and the suggestion is one which 
may be pondered by the union member- 
ship with advantage.

THE OUTLOOK FOR THE RAILROADS. 
The popular notion that there can be 
no recovery of general business activity 
until the railroads give evidence of in- 
creased business and larger earnings in- 
volves some confusion of causes and 
symptoms, but it is near enough to the 
truth to pass as a safe generalization. 
That the outlook for the railroads is 
more satisfactory at the moment than it 
has been for some two years is the 
opinion of railroad men, and the current 
statistics of freight movement show that 
the existing business activity is much 
greater than those who have not made a 
study of these figures have assumed. 
The Western and Southern railroads 
look forward to a very large and profit- 
able movement of traffic from now until 
the cold weather sets in, and their week- 
ly reports already show an important in- 
crease of tonnage. The corn and cotton 
crops are assured, and the movement of 
farm products has begun in large and in- 
creasing volume. The roads of the North- 
west, depending largely upon wheat, are 
less optimistic, and their gloomy view of 
the outlook is to some extent confirmed 
by the small movement over the North- 
western, which in current gains makes 
the poorest showing of any of the impor- 
tant systems, On all the trunk lines op- 
erating west and south of Chicago the 
condition of equipment is reported good. 
Cars and engines have been put in order, 
and the repair shops have been kept 
busy. The managers claim to be better 


prepared than ever before to handle an 


immense volume of business. Judged by 
the test of increased earnings these 
roads have abundant warrant for the 
confidence expressed concerning them, 

The roads operating east of Chicago 
are showing a steady gain in traffic and 
earnings, There is a marked increase in 
the general movement of merchandise 
and of coal. Iron and steel freights are 
not offered in satisfactory volume. The 
small manufacturing plants throyghout 
the Middle West are reporting a gratify- 
ing increase .of orders, which means for 
the railroads a gain in traffic both ways. 
Up to this time there has been no incon- 
venience experienced from a shortage of 
cars or engines, but the prediction is 
made that before Winter sets in there is 
likely, should the present improvement 
continue, to be a congestion at some 
points, The collapse of the beef strike is 
indicated by the fact that the movement 
of live stock is again normal, or nearly 
so. Cattle, sheep, and hogs have been 
coming forward very freely of late, and 
notwithstanding the serious inconven- 
fence which the packers are admittedly 
suffering the total receipts at Chicago 
are only about 2,000 head per week be- 
hind last year. The deficit is likely to 
be made up very quickly by the large 
current shipments. The total receipts of 
food animals at all the packing centres 
of the West are much heavier than last 
year. at this time. : 

If it be true that a substantial revival 
in general business activity cannot lag 
long behind a marked improvement in 
the railroad situation, the promise of a 
marked change for the better beginning 
in the last quarter of the present year

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OUR WINTER CLIMATE. 

Mr. Witiam B, Stockman, District 
Forecaster in charge of the Division of 
Meteorological Records of the National 
‘Weather Bureau, in response to the in- 
quiry of a correspondent asking if the 
popular impression that American Win- 
ters are becoming less rigorous than for- 
merly, has made a compilation of tem- 
perature data covering nearly half a 
century, which establishes beyond ques- 
tion the invariability of our Winter tem- 
peratures. The points chosen for a com- 
pilation of averages were Fort Snelling, 
Fort Leavenworth, New Orleans, St. 
Louis, Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
New Bedford, Washington, and Charles- 
ton. This distribution was made to show 
the general conditions obtaining over the 
country generally east of the Mississippi 
Valley. The net results are fairly sum- 
marized in the following table: 
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From a study of the variations from 
the normal average the conclusion is 
warranted that our Winters now are not 
materially different from those of for- 
mer years. So far at least as most of 
the cities named are concerned, the vari- 
ations in the average for the first as 
compared with the second twenty-five 
year period are too slight to be of conse- 
quence. These are undoubtedly facts. 
All the same, last Winter was exception- 
ally cold, and it is, or at least appears to 
be, a matter of experience that the Win- 
ters now do not average as cold as they 
did when we were boys, that the snows 
are not as deep, and that just what Mr. 
StockmMAN shows has not happened is 
really happening. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Attention is called by Harper’s 
Weekly to the rather significant fact that 
there has been “no tumult of rejoicing 
among the saloon keepers of New York be- 
cause their calling has received a new re- 
spectability under the patronage of Bishop 
PoTrTerR.’”” Some expressions of gratitude 
and admiration might have been expected 
from the purveyors of Rum if the estab- 
lishment of the Subway Tavern were really 
having or likely to have the effect so ve- 
hemently prophesied by its voluble ene- 
mies—the effect, that is, of mitigating such 
public condemnation of the ‘‘ moderate” 
indulgence in intoxicants as now exists—for 
it is a fact that no small number of saloon 
keepers are more or less sensitive to the 
general ¢riticism their class receives and 
would probably feel and voice some satis- 
faction over anything that really tended to 
support their contention that the vending 
of liquor is not necessarily and wholly an 
evil business, The saloon keepers, however, 
have indicated no hope that the respectabil- 
ity of the new saloon would spread its 
edges over themselves, but have shown, 
when they said anything, that, as Harper's 
Weekly says, they viewed the tavern coldly 
as a mere addition of an extremely well- 
advertised competitor. And it remarks, 
shrewdly, *‘ When the saloon keepers and 
all the more vociferous foes of rum are 
on the same side of any liquor question, 
examine the other side closely. It is apt to 
have strong points.’ There is a large pos- 
sibility that the regular saloon keepers see 
little that is really novel in the character 
of the Subway Tavern. Other saloons, in- 
deed, are not “ dedicated,” or even “ in- 
augurated,"’ by Bishops, nor do their man- 
agers make more money out of the sale of 
*“soft’’ than of “hard” drinks, but there 
are a good many saloons where all disor- 
der is firmly repressed and where women 
who would be considered respectable by all 
except the most fanatical of total abstain- 
ers otcasionally go without receiving any 
obvious harm. With these places of the 
quieter and better sort the Subway Tavern 
does compete on practically even terms, 
and their proprietors may well grieve over 
the forgetfulness of their existence that has 
enabled so many people to discuss the new 
institution as something entirely novel in 
this city. Novel in some ways it certainly 
is, but they are ways that affect the cus- 
tomers little, or not at all, and cannot be 
regarded as much more than details of ad- 
ministration. This may account for the 
small amount of comment that has been 
made on the Subway Tavern by the saloon 
keepers, and also for the circumstance that 
most of the small amount was very cold. 
They are quite right in failing to see how 
the addition of one “respectable” saloon 
to those already possessed by New York 
will appreciably improve their moral or 
social status. 


—- People interested in this and other 
phases of the temperance question could 
profitably devote some attention to the 
character and promise of the American 
Society for the Study of Alcohol and Other 
Narcotics. The society is composed of doc- 
tors and was formed last June by an amal- 
gamation of the American Association for 
the Study of Inebriety and the Medical Tem- 
perance Association. These organizations 
have done much good work in the effort to 
put the temperance movement on a foun- 
dation of facts and science, as distin- 
guished from fancies and emotion, and if 
the new body receives the support it de- 
serves its success should be marked. Its 
special object, as formulated by a corre- 
spondent of The: Medical Record, is “to! 
create greater interest among physicians 
in the study of one of the greatest evils of 
modern times. Its plan of work is to en- 
courage and promote more exact scientific 
studies of the nature and effects of alco- 
ho} in health and disease, particularly of its 
etiological, physiological, and therapeutic 
relations. Second, to secure more accurate 
investigations of the diseases associated or 
following from the use of alcohol and nar- 
cotics. Third, to correct the present em- 
pirical treatment of these diseases by secret 
drugs and so-called specifics, and to se- 
cure legislation prohibiting the sale of nos- 
trums claiming to be absolute cures con- 
taining dangerous poisons. Fourth, to en- 
eourage special legislation for the care, 
control, and medical treatment of spirit 
and drug takers.” The Record’s corre- 
spondent thinks, and we think correctly, 
that the public is turning more and more 
to the medical profession for authoritative 
advice as to the exact nature of the tem- 
perance problem and the best methods of 
handling it, and, as he says, its importance 
ig such as to.demand a concerted effort by

——-Among the excuses made by or in 
behalf of the mob that burned two negro 
murderers at Statesborough, Ga., is the 
one that the authorities refused to grant 
the demand for a public hanging. The 
curious feature of this excuse is that, 
though made by people claiming a special 
and almost exclusive knowledge of negro 
peculiarities, it ignores the unquestionable 
fact that for ninety-nine out of a hundred 
negro criminals a hanging of the kind pre- 
scribed by law—a hanging, that is, in strict 
seclusion and in the presence of only a few 
dispassionate witnesses—would be a much 
more severe punishment than the excitement 
and glory of figuring as the central per- 
sonage of a public function, where brayado 
would count as courage and the terrors of 
death would be lessened by the intoxication 
of a childish pride in prominence of any 
kind. The demand of the Statesborough 
mob was therefore a mistaken one from 
the avenger’s point of view, as well as in- 
dicative of a barbarous desire to witness a 
hideous and degrading spectacle. To make 
capital punishment most repressive of crime 
among negroes it would be necessary, per- 
haps, to conceal even the date of the ex- 
ecution of murderers belonging to that 
race—to have a speedy condemnation the 
end of the public record so far as was 
known by any except a few officials sworn 
to secrecy. Such a disappearance would be 
terrible, indeed, and it might at least be 
asked if some such arrangement might not 
make the death sentence more feared by 
the potential] criminals of all races. The 
possibilities that secrecy would or could be 
abused are negligible in this age, and there 
would be unquestionable advantages in 
making the Judge’s pronouncement the last 
“ scene" in the murderer’s career.. 


——Despite the fact that the first con- 
demnation of a Newport chauffeur to five 
days’ imprisonment has quickly been fol- 
lowed by a second imposition of the same 
penalty upon another member of the ciass, 
it is reported that the innovation has had 
a marked effect in reducing the average 
efeed of automobiles in the Newport 
streets, and that the city authorities are 
hopeful that a few more lessons of this 
sort will be enough to work a permanent 
reform, The expeetation seems somewhat 
hasty, but it may not be without founda- 
tion. The chauffeurs are a haughty lot, 
with most pronounced ideas as to their own 
importance and personal dignity, and per- 
haps even a short term of imprisonment 
seems to them something to be avoided 
with the greatest care, Presumably their 
salaries go on while they lie in seclusion, 
since that would be the least that could be 
done by the men really responsible for 
their misdeeds who have always been per- 
fectly willing to pay their fines in the past, 
but salary is small compensation for dis- 
grace, and imprisonment is disgrace, even 
in the eyes of those to whom arrest and 
fines are small annoyances. And the mas- 
ter cannot lie in jail for the man as he 
could pay the man’s fine. Therefore, if the 
reports from Newport are true, the im- 
prisonment of the agent instead of the 
principal may be effective after all, even 
if it is illogical, unjust, and generally un- 
satisfactory.

He lightly laughed aside the suggestion at 
tirst, and then said seriously that his con- 
nection with the Vanderbilt railroad inter- 
ests would effectually strangle such an 
ambition should be ever allow himself to 
entertain it. I told him I thought he was 
mistaken; that his own personal popularity 
and exceptional qualifications would over- 
come the natural prejudice against a 
railroad lawyer. He has lived to see that I 
was right, and I sincerely hope that Mr. 
Cockran’s experience will not be less happy,

2c FOREIGN LETTER POSTAGE. 


Genuine Effort to That End Would Meet 
with Favor Abroad. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Apropos of the statement in the Sunday 
Times that the German Department of 
Posts will oppose a universal 2 cent letter 
rate, I think there must be a mistake, 
In any case L’Union Postale of June, 1899— 
the organ of the International Bureau of 
the Universal Postal Union—contained the 
following statement, 

On the first day of May, 1899, Germany ex- 
tended her internal letter post-service to in- 
cluds German New Guinea, German West Africa, 
Cameroon, Kiatschu, the Marshall Islands, and 
Ki Togo. 

As a consequence of this a half-cunce 
letter—now two-third ounce—from Berlin 
to New Guinea costs only 2.38 cents, an 
eight ounce letter, 4.76 cents, a post_card, 
1.2 cents, a three ounce book packet, .6 
cent, a one-half pound “sample,” 2.38 
cents, and a two pound book, 7.5 cents. 

I note also that the local letter rate of 
Germany for an eight ounce letter is 1 
cent; eleven pound parcels are exchanged 
between Austria and Germany for 12 cents, 

With these facts in mind it seems im- 
possible that the German Postal Depart- 
ment should be opposed to a uniform 2 
cent letter rate for all the world. 

England inaugurated a 2 cent letter rate 
with her colonies on Christmas Day, 1898. 
New Zealand proclaimed a 2 cent letter 
rate to all the world, Jan. 1, 1901. To-day 
New Zealand 2 cent letters are delivered 
by our Post Office in New York, but we 
charge 5 cents for sending back a reply to 
New Zealand, 

There can be very little doubt, we be- 
lieve, that a genuine effort on the part 
of the United States Post Office Depart- 
ment for:a uniform 2 cent world letter rate 
will be accepted and duly acted upon at 
Rome in 1905. The postal departments of 
the Old World may, however, seriously 
question the genuineness of proposals for 
postal advancement coming from a Govern- 
ment that appoints as its representative 
to the World Postal Congress at Rome a 
gentleman who says as to postal facilities: 
“If I had my way, postal facilities would 
be fewer than they are to-day.” 

But whatever be the attitude of Germany 
as to a 2 cent letter rate, there can be 
no question as to Great Britain, and full 
27 per cent. of our entire foreign mail 
goes to Great Britain. Great Britain will 
unquestionably make a reciprocal postal 
treaty with the United States similar to 
our present treaties with Mexico and 
with Canada. Great Britain will, indeed, go 
further than that. She will undoubtedly 
join in a treaty for handling four ounce 
letters for 2 cents. If I mistake not, our 
Congressmen extended the weight limit 
on their franked correspondence last Win- 
ter from one ounce to four ounces. What 
is good for our public servants at Wash- 
ington’ would seem to be good for the 
public. To our mind Postmaster General 
Payne is earnestly at work to prevent 
postal advancement. Not a whit of credit 
is to be given him for the extension of 
the Free Rural Service. What he has done, 
has been done because an irresistible public 
opinion compelled it. Nothing less than an 
irresistible public opinion will induce either 
Congress or the Postmaster General to 
take any further steps in postal advance- 
ment in the future. 

It will be the business of the Postal Con- 
gress League to at once arouse public 
opinion as to postal possibilities and to so 
organize; it that it will continue to be ir- 
resistible.

BERLIN, Aug. 17.—Some very surprising re- 
sults which have attended a series of investiga- 
tions made by a medical man in the mining 
districts of Upper Silesia are about to be made 
public. Among the many illnesses prevalent in 
his district lung diseases occupied proportion- 
ately a very low place, and consumptive per- 
sons on coming to reside near the coal mines 
recovered their health after some time without 
undergoing any special cure. 

These facts he is prepared to verify by statis- 
tics. The cures are attributed by him to the 
coal dust contained in the atmosphere, whith, he 
alleges, has a drying and disinfecting influence 
on tubercle developments in the lungs. The 
probability of this statement is increased by the 
fact that the well-known lung remedy, creosote, 
is derived from coal-tar, and it may possibly be 
present in a crude state in the coal dust in the 
atmosphere. It is now proposed to erect a san- 
itarium for consumptives in the district referred 
to, in order practically to test the efficacy of 
the new cure.

HAVE “COMMENCEMENT” 


800 Diplomas in Athletic Science 
Well Earned by Children. 


BIG CROWD SEES EXERCISES 


Flag Salute and Sports Delight All Who 
Watch—Bloomer Girls and Dance 
ers Earn Applause. 


Bight hundred patriotic young athletes, 
the boys and girls who’ for two months have 
made up the classes in the Board of Edu- 
cation’s great Summer playground school, 
ended their season yesterday with an ex; 
hibition on the playground which has been 
assigned to them under the Manhattan end 
of the Williamsburg Bridge. : 

A big crowd of proud mothers and fathers 
and sisters and brothers, cousins, and 
friends, saw the exhibition. One estimate 
of the size of the audience is 20,000. 

The children pledged allegiance to the 
flag first of all. They did this with such 
enthusiasm and reverence as to give even 
their elders a spurt of love for the Stars 
and Stripes. It was done in true military 
style, the youngsters first saluting the flag, 
the boys holding their caps over their hearts 
as they passed the National emblem. Then 
they pledged allegiance to their flag and 
country. Martin Lush, a youngster whose 
pride gave him most of his strength, had the 
honor of holding the colors. Beside him 
stood two boys holding two guns about 
two sizes too big for them, These boys were 
Charles Scheuer and Nathan Geluskay. 
When the army of children had filed before 
the colors they made this pledge: 

“I pledge allegiance to my flag and to 
the Republic for which it stands; one Na- 
tion, indivisible, with liberty and justice 
for all.”’ 

This was followed by a cheer that seemed 
to shake the bridge. A moment later Su- 
perintendent Maxwell appeared. Somebody 
gave them the tip. Then followed a real 
Simon-Pure college cheer, It was: 

“TI yell, you yell, all yell Maxwell!” 

Almost every little girl wore a white dress 
with a liberal allowance of ribbon adorn- 
ment, This advantage of the girls over the 
boys seemed well recognized by the teach- 
ers, who grouped the girls together for 
their exhibitions in calisthenics to the 
music of some familiar tune, Miss Flor- 
ence A, Jacob, with her class of girls, 
about thirty in number, from Public School 
82, gave a “radium dance,” which took 
the crowd by storm.

NO ATLANTIC AGREEMENT YET. 


But Desire to Reach a Settlement Is

When the Cunard Line representatives 
sat down to discuss the possibility of an 
agreement they found that the representa- 
tives of all the other participating compa- 
nies had reached an understanding to re- 
ceive the lines in traffic relations with 
them into the combination against the 
“unard Company without further formali- 
ties. 

The White Star and Hamburg-American 
Lines were disposed to fight to a finish, 
and the conferences which had previously 
taken place in London seemed to have 
brought no result. Every principle had to 
be discussed from the beginning. 

One fruitless proposition was that the 
Cunard Line should”¥etire from the Medi- 
terranean service altogether, the allied com- 
panies taking over its Hungarian emigrant 
contract and paying the Cunard people a 
minimum figure for each emigrant carried. 
Another proposition was to pay the Cunard 
Company a certain fixed percentage of the 
earnings of the emigrant business, and still 
another idea was that the allies buy the 
Cunard Line’s Mediterranean steamer . 
This last plan did not find favor. 

If the conference is unable to agree on a 
general compromise strong efforts will be 
made at least to agree to maintain the 
present Winter rates,

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SLOCUM COMMITTEE 
SPENT NEARLY $124,205 


$20,000 Left in the Treasury for 
Future Needs. 


FINAL REPORT TO MAYOR 


120 Men Lost Entire Families—897 of 
958 Bodies Identified—$200,000 
Found on the Dead. 


The committee appointed by Mayor Mc- 
Clellan to administer the funds subscribed 
for the/relief of the sufferers from the 
Slocum disaster of June 15 last made a 
report yesterday to the Mayor of its work. 
The total contributions amounted to $124,- 
205.80, and nearly all of this has been ex- 
pended. The remaining $20,000 has been 
set aside for the future needs of those who 
were made to some extent dependent by 
the disaster, 

Under a resolution adopted by the com- 
mittee at its final meeting on Aug. 5 the 
balance was turned over to a special com- 
mittee of St. Mark’s Church appointed to 
receive the money in trust. This commit- 
tee received $15,750, and Thomas M. Mulry, 
President of the Society of St. Vincent de 
Paul, received $1,500 to be expended for 
the benefit of two Catholic families in- 
cluded in the list of beneficiaries. 

The list of dead is officially placed at 
958. In all 897 bodies were identified and 
61 were buried without identification. The 
loss of property amounted to about $800, 
and the aggregate amount represented in 
money and bank books found on the dead 
is estimated by the Coroner to be about 
$200,000. As to the class of persons who 
received relief the report says: 

While in some instances the mothers or older 
children who were lost in the disaster were 
wage-earners, even this was the exception rather 
than the rule, many of the grown aughters in 
the families affected not eI engaged in wage- 
earning accupations. Two-thirds of the fam- 
ilies subsequently aided in the burial of their 
dead (255 families) carried insurance, and\in 155 
of these families the amount of the insurance 
exceeded the total funeral expenses. In the 
ease of five other families there were bank ac- 
counts which supplemented or took the place 
of insurance, and in several cases the amount 
of life insurance obtained was upward of $1,000. 

These facts indicate clearly that the fam- 
ilies affected by the disaster were salf-sup- 
porting, and in many instances prosperous mem- 
bers of the a not likely to become de- 
pendent upon charitable relief even when over- 
taken by unexpected misfortune. 

There were represented on the Slocum on 
the day of the disastér 590 families, and 
three-fourths of these, or 437 families, were 
aided by the committee. Of the remaining 
25 per cent. very few asked! for aid. The 
committee buried 705 persons belon to 
388 families at an expense of $81,279. beens 
average cost of each funeral was $115.29, 
oes rs $16, maximum 


Medical attendance and suppites were furnished 
to 38 families at an expense of $1,264.17. Tem- 
porary aid has been given to 133 families to the 
amount of $2,042.58. Transportation was pro- 
vided for 2 persons, costing $125, one of 
was sent to take a position in Chicago, and the 
other to his father’s home in Russia. Fourteen 
persons were reimbursed for the loss of clothing, 
musical instruments, &c., at an outlay of $571.65, 
and a tugboat injured in rescue work was re- 
paired at a cost of $60.48. To care for dependent 
children and adults in 39 families appropriations 
of $18,281 were requir and $3,520 was expended 
to assist 28 additional ‘families in necessary re- 
adjustment after the loss of a Wwage-earner oF 
because of illness or loss of work consequent on 
the disaster. There was expended for the Cooper 
Union memorial mass meeting the sum of $275, 
and the operating expenses were $1,062. : 

The report gives the first authentic in- 
formation of the losses by various families. 
It shows that 120 men lost their entire fam- 
ilies. Of these 29 lost wife only, 39 lost 
wife and one child, 82 wife and two chil- 
dren, 10 wife and three children, 3 wife and 
four children, and 1 wife and five chil- 
dren; two widowers lost each two children, 
and one lost four children, while the re- 
maining three left alone as the result of 
the disaster lost other relatives with whom 
by were living. 

There were twelve families in which or- 
phan children were left, the number of 
orphans being 27.

Dr. Tomas Herran, who represented Co- 
lombia at Washington ror several years 
up to the time of the Panama incident, died 
to-day at Liberty, N. Y. He had been ill 
for some time and went to Liberty in the 
hope that a sojourn there “would aid in the 
restoration of his health. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Few Pan- 
American diplomats enjoyed such intimate 
friendship with the officials of the Wash- 
ington Government as did Dr. Herran, He 
was the only member of the Diplomatic 
Corps whom Secretary Hay received regu- 
larly in his private office. 

Dr. Herran first came to Washington at 
the age of three, his father having served 
here as Minister from 1846 to 1863, Al- 
though torn in Colombia, most of Dr. Her- 
ran’s early life was spent in Washington 
up to. the time of his graduation from 
Georgetown University in 1863, when he 
went-to London as private secretary to the 
Colombian Minister to Great Britain. 

In 1900 Dr. Herran was attached to the 
Colombian Legation at Washington, and 
throughout the régime of Minister Concha 
was the executive head of the tegation. 
Upon the sudden departure of Minister 
Concha, Dr, Herran was made Chargé 
a’ Affaires ad interim, and in this coped y 
signed with Mr. Hay on Jan. 22, 1908, the 
Panama Canal treaty between the United 
States and Colombia, which, despite al] that 
the Chargé could do, was rejected by the 
‘Colombian Congress. This was the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Herran’s life, and from 
that, and the severe strain under which he 
labored throughout the negotiations he 
never fully recovered.

New York Catcher Nearly Starts a Riot 
in Game at Cincinnati.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 31.—There came 
near being“a riot during the first game of 
the double-header to-day between the New 
Yorks and Cincinnatis. In the sixth inning 
Bowerman, who was not playing, left thé 
New York bench and struck a man in 
“ rooters’”” row, who had been jesting with 
him. .“ Sam ”’ Saffin of the ball park police 
was marching Bowerman off the field, but 
on the claim that Umpire Zimmer had ab- 


solute authority, Saffin let him go to the 
bench again. 

Albert Hartzell, music teacher in the pub- 
lic schools and son of a member of the 
Board of Education, was the man hit by 
Bowerman, and he appealed to the eed 
police. His jaw was cut. Bight officers 
came on the field, and amid great excite- 
ment took Bowerman in custody. Hartzell 
accompanied them swear out a warrant. 
The New York plavérs advanced on the 
officers as if to take Bowerman from 
them. Acting Mayor Gordon, who witnessed 
the assault, ordered the police to arrest 
Bowerman. 

The claim is made that Manager McGraw 
ordered the assault. George B. Cox, the 
Republican leader and a large stockholder 
in the club, declared the affair an outrage, 
and said Bowerman sbould be fined. At 
the police station Hartzell decided not to 
prosecute and Bowerman was released.

The change of jockeys was the first made 
Guess when injury to a rider compelled 
a substitution since racing has been under 
the control of the Jockey Club, and the 
action of the Stewards was the subject of 
heated argument for the remainder of the 
day. It was said that the reason the 

. Stewards agreed to excuse Hildebrand was 
that they wished to prevent what seemed 
to promise a coup \for some shrewd bettors 
who control Metropole.

Drug Trade Section of Board of 
Trade Has Special Meeting. 


~~ 
Will Take No Part in Complaint of Un- 
equal Rates to the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission. 


The drug trade section of the Board of 
Trade and Transportation held a special 


meeting yesterday afternoon to consider a | 


proposal to join with the drug firm of 
Sharp & Dohme of Baltimore in a com- 
plaint to the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission on Sept. 10 that the commodity 
rates on drugs and chemicals to the Pacific 
Coast were lower than the rates.to Colo- 
rado and Utah points. The section decided 
to refer the matter to the general board, 
which will hold no meeting till next Octo- 
ber, thus practically shelving the whole 
matter, 

W. 8S. Boyden of Rosengarten & Sons 
pointed out that the railroads had to make 
a low rate to San Francisco in order to 
meet water competition and that the rate 
te points near San Francisco was based on 
the water rate plus the local rail rate from 
San Francisco. Mr, Boyden also declared 
that the same complaint had been heard 
several times by the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission and always decided in favor 
of the railroads. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Willow Barrel Hoops Not the Natural 
Willow—Other Decisions. 


In a decision written by General Ap- 
praiser McClelland,.the Board of United 
States General Appraisers yesterday over- 
ruled a protest by F. B. Vandegrift & Co. 
of New York against the classification as 
manufactures of wood at 35 per cent. of 
willow split into shapes for use as barrel 
hoops, at the same time declaring that this 
classification was erroneous. The importer 
asserted that it was willow in its natural 
State at 20 per cent., but Mr. McClelland 
holds that the goods are manufactures of 
willow at 40 per cent. 

Mr. McClelland is also the author of a 
decision overruling a protest by the Hisen- 
drath Glove Company of Chicago against 
the assessment of 15 per cent. duty as raw, 
salted hides on twenty-five bundles of four 
hides each. The importers alleged that they 
were free as calfskins. It has been decided 
that everything up to twenty-five pounds 
is a calfskin and everything above that 
weight a hide, and the evidence showed 
that no attempt had been made to weigh 
each skin separately. Some of the bundles 
weighed more than 100 pounds, and some 


less, but in the absence of definite evidence 
as to the weight of each hide Mr. McClel- 
land overruled the protest. 

A protest by the Leon Rheims Company 
of New York was overruled, and one by 
John Graham & Co. and others, New 
York, was partially sustained. 


OLD SILK MAN BANKRUPT. 


Garson J. Newwitter’s Liabilities Are 
$123,000, Nominal Assets $105,000. 


Garson J. Newwitter, who does business 
as the Imperial Silk Mills at 453 Broome 
Street, and at Astoria, L. I., and who has 
been identified with the silk business for 
thirty years, filed a petition in bankruptcy 
yesterday, with liabilities of $123,701, of 
which $49,000 are secured, and nominal! as- 
sets of $105,506, consisting of stock, $12,000; 
plant, machinery, and fixtures at Astoria, 
$25,000; cash in bank, $206; equities in con- 
signed and pledged goods, raw silk, &c., 
$19,300; pledged goods, $49,000. 

Ex-Assemblyman Moses R. Ryttenberg, 
his attorney, said that the secured cred- 
itors were fully protected, and that the free 
assets of $56,506 would go to pay the unse- 
cured liabilities of $74,701. Mr. Newwitter, 
he said, started the business in 1902, the 
very worst time for that kind of business. 
He made plain broad silks in competition 
with cheap Pennsylvania labor, and was 
unable to compete successfully. Overpro- 
duction in the silk market generally in the 
past season and this season, unfavorable 
weather, reducing demand for silks and for 
high-priced fabrics generally, paucity of 
orders, and inability by reason of ill-health 
and general physical breakdown personally 


to manage his own affairs, are ascribed as 
the causes of his bankruptcy. He expects 
to effect a settlement by a compromise.

NEW YORKERS DEFEATED 
IN IRISH LEAGUE ROW 


This State’s Contribution Aroused 
Pennsylvania. 


IT WAS THIRD ON THE LIST 


Move to Cut Local Representation as a 
Punishment Started Uproar— 
Hot Words Passed. 


New York went down in defeat before 
Pennsylvania at yesterday afternoon's ses- 
sion of the United Irish League, in the 
Lexington Avenue Opera House. It was 
all because New York had contributed less 
than Pennsylvania to the Irish cause, and 
delegates from the latter State thought 
the local organization should have its rep- 
resentation on the Executive Committee 
curtailed as a punishment. The debate 
was heated and things looked squally for 
the best part of an hour. President John 
F. Finerty finally restored order after 
wrecking a gavel and shouting himself 
hoarse. 

The row started after the reading of the 
Treasurer's report, which showed that the 
total subscriptions since the last conven- 
tion amounted to $61,665.71, of which Mas- 
Sachusetts had contributed more than 
$13,000, Pennsylvania $7,800, while New 
York was third with $7,665. The Treasurer, 
T. Fitzpatrick, after reading his report 
yielded to the Commitee on 
and By-Laws, which recommended 


mittee have its membership increased from 
31 to 51. 

When a vote on the report was proposed 
M. J. Ryan, leader of the Philadelphia del- 
egation, fanned the flame that had been 
smoldering by announcing that the Execu- 
tive Committee, as constituted, included too 
many New Yorkers. He said other States 
should have more power. Finally he 
shouted: 

“Every man in this room should be 
ashamed of the showing of a city that is 
said to contain more Irish than the City of 
Dublin. Let us see that the honors are 
distributed according to the work. I’m will- 
ing to see New York have all she deserves.” 

Half a dozen New York members arose 
and sOme hisses were mingled in the calls 
for recognition. At last Jeremiah J. O’Con- 
nor of Elmira managed to shout loudest. 

“Mr. Ryan is in the wrong,” he began. 
“Tam astounded—”’ 

Again the hall was a Babel. Rhoderick 
J. Kennedy of this State took advantage 
of a lull to cry: - 

“We will defend ourselves to the finish. 
We don’t propose to be overrun.”

Mr. O'Sullivan of Louisiana said he was 
the South taking the field to calm the tur- 
moils of the North.

In Pennsy!- 
vania We tried every way to get Mr. Red- 
mond’s face on a platform. They would not 
have his face for a long time. Philadel- 
phia,-after having made a bid for this con- 


vention, backed down, and New York came 
to the front, again assuming all the re- 
sponsibility.”’

eo ope,”’ he cried, leaping up and down 
and shaking his fists in the air, R that every 
New Yorker elected to this committee will 
take my suggestion and refuse 
with the Pennsylvanians.”’ 

A storm of hisses, apparently coming from 
the majority of those present, greeted this. 

“You ought to be ashamed of yourself,” 
shrieked a woman delegate, pointing a fin- 
ger at Mr. Kennedy. 

_* Sit down, sit down,"”’ urged his fellow- 
New Yorkers—and he heeded their advice. 

The Chairman, after several futile at- 
tempts, put the previous question on the 
committee’s report, and the yeas won. Mr. 
O'Connor demanded a vote on his amend- 
ment. The yeas and nays both were strong- 
lunged. A rising vote appeared so evenl; 
divided that Chairman Finerty refused to 
name the victors. Preparations were then 
made for a count. 

By this time the whole gathering was in 
an uproar, and it was five or ten minutes 
before the Chairman could restore order. 
The count showed that the Pennsylvanians 
had 130 votes‘and the New Yorkers 1038. 

After the vote everything was peaceful, 
but when Mr. Ryan ascended the stage 
again to read the report of the Platform 
Committee it was evident that he was the 
hero of the day. His followers shouted and 
waved ‘their handkerchiefs, while the New 
York side of the house was silent. 

The Committee on Platform began its re- 
port with a demand for “Irish home rule 
by work or words, by voice or sword. 
as circumstances may dictate or oppor- 
tunity offer,” and continued: ‘‘ We recog- 
nize the right of Ireland to choose her 
weapons in the fight for liberty without 
dictation from any outsider.”’ 

There was more cheering, this time from 
all, and when the report praised John E. 
Redmond, M. P., that gentleman received 
another ovation, 

The report deplored the emigration of the 
Irish to other lands as a movement tend- 
ing to drain all the life blood of the Celtic 
nation. 

Mr. Kennedy read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, pledging to Mr. 
Redmond for the Irish cause in the next 
general elections $50,000, and adding that 
the committee hoped to send over as much 
as $100,000. M. J. Corbley of New York 
said this State would contribute at least 
$10,000 of the amount. A message from 
Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tammany 
Hall, pledging $1.000 to the fund was read. 

Secretary O’Callaghan read letters of re- 
gret from President Roosevelt and Alton 
B. Parker. The President said that he must 
adhere to his rule, made shortly after the 
nee ea Convention, to accept no invita- 

ons. 

The Secretary’s report showed that there 
were now thirty-three States on the or- 
ganization’s roll, whereas it had started 
with twenty-four. Dr. P. J. Simmons of 
Boston read the report of the Auditing 
Committee, adding: 

“ZI hope that our enemies will find our 
accounts as impregnable as I hope Port 
Arthur will prove to be.”’ 

The convention cheered itself hoarse for 
Russia, as it had done on the previous day 
during Col. Finerty’s pro-Russian speech. 


REDMOND FOR TOLERANCE. 


Rebukes Man Who Yelled “To H—II 
with the Orangemen.” 


In the midst of a speech by John E. Red- 
mond, M. P., at the closing session of the 
United Irish League's Convention in the 
Lexington Avenue Opera House last night, 
a wild-looking man seated toward the front 
arose to his feet and shouted:

| MURDER OF BUILDER 
BAFFLES THE POLICE 


Glendale Shooting Followed by 
Farmhand’s Attempted Suicide. 


TOWNSMAN ‘SAW THE CRIME 


Pfiander, the Suspect, Unconscious and 
Dying—Townsman Can’t Identify 
Him as the Shooter. 


The police in Queens worked all day 
yesterday on a double shooting case, a 
satisfactory explanation of which they con- 
fessed last night they were far from ap- 
proaching. 

John Deickler, an employing builder. of 
Glendale, L. I., was shot and killed on 
Tuesday night at Fulton Street, near Coop- 
er Avenue, in Glendale.

He had been wounded only once, but two 
cartridges in hi: revolver had been dis- 
charged, and Coroner Ruoff says that the 
bullets which ended Deickler’s life and 
which wounded Pflander were of the same 
sort. Added te this was the testimony 
that Eflander was a night prowler. 

One of the principal witnesses that the 
police have is Frank Rowe, a towerman in 
the Long Island Railroad’s switch tower 
near the spot where Deickler was killed. He 
says that he saw the shooting, but after 
seeing Pilander last night he said that he 
could not identify Pflander as the mur- 
derer.
